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HISTORY  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF 


JUNIOR  LEAGUES  OF  AMERICA 

The  Junior  League  represents  a  serious  endeavor  on  the  part 
of  young  women  to  become  active  and  constructive  factors  in 
the  communities  in  which  they  live,  to  be  intelligent  citizens,  and 
to  assist  in  promoting  human  welfare.  In  addition  to  providing 
the  member  with  channels  of  work  and  training  for  volunteer 
service,  the  Junior  League  helps  her  to  realize  two  vital  con- 
cepts: (1)  that  she  is  not  an  onlooker,  but  is  herself  a  part  of 
the  community;  (2)  that  the  community,  in  turn,  is  not  an  iso- 
lated unit  but  part  of  the  nation  and  of  the  world. 

It  was  in  1901,  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  for  American 
women,  that  the  first  Junior  League  was  organized  in  New  York. 
At  that  time  Mary  Harriman  (Mrs.  Chas.  Carey  Rumsey)  and 
Nathalie  Henderson  (Mrs.  Joseph  Swan)  realized  what  might  be 
achieved  if  a  group  of  young  women  were  encouraged  to  take  a 
more  active  part  in  some  form  of  active  service  to  their  own 
neighborhoods  through  the  settlement  houses  and  other  organiza- 
tions in  existence  at  the  time. 

Soon  similar  organizations  to  that  in  New  York  were  formed 
in  various  other  of  the  large  cities — Boston,  Brooklyn,  Portland, 
Ore.,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia  and  Chicago.  In  the  spring  of 
1912  six  of  the  seven  Leagues  then  in  existence  held  their  first 
national  conference  in  New  York  City.  In  1921  the  Association 
of  the  Junior  Leagues  of  America,  Inc.,  was  founded  by  the 
thirty  Leagues  then  in  existence.  Mrs.  Willard  Straight  (Mrs. 
Leonard  K.  Elmhirst)  was  elected  president  and  a  Board  of 
Directors  was  appointed  and  instructed  to  draw  up  a  constitu- 
tion. 

After  1921  the  Association  grew  rapidly  until,  in  1923,  there 
were  sixty-three  Leagues.  In  order  to  establish  a  closer  contact 
between  the  Leagues  and  the  Association,  the  country  was  di- 
vided into  six  territories  and  in  each  a  League  member  was  ap- 
pointed regional  director  to  act  as  liaison  officer  between  the 
Leagues  of  the  region  and  the  Association  and  to  serve  on  the 
latter's  Board  of  Directors.  Now  there  are  twelve  regions,  in 
each  of  which  the  Leagues  elect  every  second  year  a  member  to 
serve  as  their  regional  director. 

At  the  time  the  Association  was  first  formed  most  League  ac- 
tivity w^as  in  the  realm  of  social  work  but  the  Board  of  Directors, 
realizing  the  opportunities  which  would  eventually  offer  them- 
selves to  Junior  Leagues,  set  down  in  the  constitution  the  social, 
economic,  educational,  cultural  and  civic  fields  as  those  in  which 
Junior  Leagues  should  interest  their  members. 

Gradually  the  Leagues  realized  that  a  benevolent  "doing  for 
others"  was  not  enough,  that  they  must  form  a  partnership  with 
professional  community  workers  to  effect  the  improvement  of 
conditions.  To  do  this  required  knowledge.  As  evidence  of  this 
the  first  course  for  provisional  members  was  established  in  1921 
and  such  a  course,  which  includes  an  examination  of  the  various 
forces  at  work  in  the  community,  has  been  a  prerequisite  for 
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active  membership  since  1927.  Originally  League  projects  were 
large  enterprises — convalescent  homes,  day  nurseries,  curative 
workshops  and  the  like.  It  was  discovered,  however,  that  to  sup- 
port these  undertakings  a  disproportionate  amount  of  time  and 
energy  often  was  going  into  money-raising  to  the  exclusion  of 
the  educational  process  of  volunteer  service.  Today  where  Leagues 
have  projects  the  recommended  type  is  one  in  which  the  demon- 
stration element  is  present,  the  choice  being  based  on  the  needs 
of  the  individual  community  in  the  light  of  the  interest  and 
money-raising  capabilities  of  the  League. 

The  League's  realization  of  the  need  for  expert  guidance  in 
their  welfare  activities  soon  led  to  the  establishment  of  a  trained 
social  work  staff  at  the  Association's  offices.  Members  of  this 
staff  were  available  for  visits  to  Leagues  to  study  the  local 
situation  and  give  advice.  Similar  service  was  then  made  avail- 
able for  Children's  Theatre,  Arts,  Ways  and  Means,  and  Pub- 
licity. The  Association  also  publishes  the  Junior  League  Magazine, 
issued  monthly  to  each  Junior  League  member.  Jft  the  present 
time  the  Association  has  181  member  Leagues,  173  in  the  United 
States  proper,  one  in  Honolulu,  one  in  Mexico  City,  and  six  in 
Canada,  comprising  a  total  of  some  60,000  members.

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HISTORY  OF  THE 


WINSTON-SALEM  JUNIOR  LEAGUE 

The  local  League  was  organized  in  1923  by  about  forty  of 
the  girls  and  young  women  of  Winston-Salem  with  Mrs.  Thur- 
mond Chatham  as  president.  We  were  the  46th  League  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Association,  and  the  first  in  North  Carolina. 

During  the  second  year,  under  the  presidency  of  Mrs.  Paul 
Montague,  our  League  adopted  the  point  system,  and  sponsored 
a  pre-natal  clinic,  which,  at  the  time,  was  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  North  Carolina. 

In  1925,  with  Mrs.  Kenneth  Mountcastle  as  president,  we 
brought  Will  Rogers  and  the  de  Reschke  quartet  to  town,  opened 
a  gift  shop,  and  began  a  training  course  for  Provisional  members. 

During  Mrs.  Fay  Huntley  Spencer's  (now  Mrs.  Edwards)  ad- 
ministration \e  undertook  the  financing  of  our  Hospital  for 
Incurables. 

In  March,  1928,  Mrs.  Charles  Long  became  president  and  on 
the  fifteenth  of  that  month  we  opened  a  Beauty  Parlor.  On 
May  fifteenth  we  had  Paper  Day.  in  this  same  year  the  Arts 
and  Interests  and  Children's  Play  Committee  was  formed. 

In  1929  Mrs.  Ralph  Hanes  was  elected  president  and  was 
instrumental  in  starting  our  monthly  Newssheet  with  Miss 
Dell  Norfleet  as  its  first  editor. 

In  1930-31,  under  Mrs.  Elsie  Hines  Norfleet's  (now  Mrs. 
Charles  Siewers)  leadership,  we  became  more  nationally  minded 
with  respect  to  the  Junior  Leagues  of  America,  and  began  to 
take  a  more  active  part  in  community  affairs  as  well.  We  helped 
to  organize  the  Civic  Music  Association,  began  our  yearly 
assistance  to  the  Community  Chest  Drive,  opened  a  Rag  Market 
(later  the  Thrift  Shop),  and  initiated  Occupational  Therapy 
classes  in  our  hospital. 

With  Mrs.  James  Hanes  as  president  in  1932,  work  began  on 
a  placement  system,  and  under  Mrs.  Linville  Martin  in  1933, 
we  put  the  system  into  effect. 

From  1934  to  '35,  with  Mrs.  James  Hanes  serving  her  second 
term  as  president,  the  League's  most  important  work  was  the 
continued  operation  of  the  Hospital  for  Incurables. 

In  1935,  under  Mrs.  W.  H.  Sprunt's  presidency,  the  Winston- 
Salem  Play  Group  was  chosen  to  represent  the  medium-sized 
Leagues  at  the  Children's  Theatre  Conference  in  Baltimore. 

In  March,  1936,  Mrs.  W.  K.  Hoyt  was  elected  president. 
During  her  term  of  office  we  employed  a  Professional  Place- 
ment Secretary,  and  the  League  as  a  whole  became  more  familiar 
with  the  needs  of  the  community.  On  June  1,  1937,  after  the 
opening  of  the  Forsyth  County  Hospital  and  the  satisfactory 
placing  of  all  our  patients,  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  was 
closed. 

In  the  spring  of  1937,  we  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the 
Mental  Hygiene  Society  of  Winston-Salem.  This  society  asked 
the  League  to  finance  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  for  a  demon- 
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stration  period,  and  on  November  1,  the  Clinic  was  opened  in 
the  League's  Hospital  Building.  Through  professional  Place- 
ment secretaries  we  were  able  to  give  specialized  training  to 
our  volunteers. 

In  1938,  Miss  Aurelia  Plumly  (now  Mrs.  Ralph  Spaugh)  was 
elected  president.  The  League  at  a  cost  of  $1,200  per  year, 
continued  to  sponsor  and  finance  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic, 
which  was  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mental  Hygiene  Society. 
Our  projects  included  assistance  at  the  Christmas  Exchange, 
the  new  Hall  of  History,  and  the  presentation  by  Jr.  Programs, 
Inc.,  which  we  brought  to  town.  The  chief  undertaking,  how- 
ever, was  the  bringing  to  the  community  of  four  New  York 
Dramas  of  the  Contemporary  Theatre  Series,  from  which  a 
profit  of  $5,000  was  made. 

With  Mrs.  A.  S.  Johnson  as  president  in  1940,  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic  was  moved  to  new  quarters,  reorganized,  and 
became  affiliated,  through  its  director,  with  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  in  this  city.  The  play  group  was  most 
active  and  received  national  acclaim  for  its  excellent  work. 
Acting  on  advice  from  Mrs.  Dingman,  Secretary  of  Ways  and 
Means  of  AJLA,  our  system  of  budgeting  was  revised  and  a 
plan  for  maintaining  separate  accounts  for  Administrative  and 
Community  Program  funds  was  put  into  effect.  A  plan  was 
worked  out  for  conservative  spending  of  the  surplus  over  and 
above  a  contingency  fund. 

In  March,  1941,  Mrs.  Linville  Martin  was  elected  to  serve  as 
Director  of  this  Region  for  a  two-year  term. 

The  League  joined  with  other  interested  community  groups 
in  forming  the  Children's  Theatre  Board,  whose  purpose  is 
to  provide  a  year-round  program  of  entertainment  for  the 
city  school  children.  The  League  is  represented  on  this  Board  by 
the  Children's  Theatre  Committee  chairman  and  two  other 
members  of  the  committee.  The  Board  is  responsible  for  the  pro- 
motion, financing,  and  transportation  of  the  children  to  the 
entertainments  it  sponsors.  The  League's  major  production  be- 
came a  part  of  the  Board's  yearly  series,  and  the  League 
ceased  the  annual  trouping  of  a  smaller  play  to  the  city  schools. 

During  the  presidency  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Rice,  from  1941-43, 
many  changes  took  place.  The  program  of  planned  expenditure 
of  surplus,  advised  by  the  AJLA  Staff,  was  begun:  $3,000  was 
donated  to  the  Red  Cross  War  Fund,  $1,000  was  given  to  the 
Library  Fund  of  the  Winston-Salem  Teachers  College,  and 
$5,000  was  given  to  the  Family  Service  Agency  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Child  Placing  Agency. 

A  Radio  Institute,  conducted  by  Miss  Gloria  Chandler,  AJLA 
Consultant,  began  our  entrance  into  the  cultural  field,  and  the 
League  allocated  $4,500  to  the  Community  Council  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  Radio  Plan. 

In  1942  the  Director  of  the  Child  Gudance  Clinic  resigned, 
and  no  replacement  was  available.  The  Clinic  was  evaluated  by  a 
special  committee  which  recommended  that  it  be  closed. 

Mrs.  Helen  Lipscomb,  of  the  Staff,  conducted  a  Board  Mem- 
bers' institute. 
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The  League  was  very  proud  to  have  one  of  its  members,  Mrs. 
Linville  Martin,  elected  President  of  the  Association  of  Junior 
Leagues  of  America.  On  March  1,  1943,  the  gift  shop  was  sold 
to  Miss  McPhail. 

During  the  term  of  Mrs.  Irving  Carlyle,  1943-44,  the  League 
began  to  feel  the  full  impact  of  World  War  II.  Many  of  the 
younger  members  were  away  with  their  husbands,  who  were  in 
service,  while  those  at  home  devoted  the  major  part  of  their 
volunteer  service  to  war-related  activities,  such  as  Red  Cross, 
Bond  Sales,  Rationing  Board,  and  USO. 

A  Cultural  survey  of  the  community  was  made  by  Miss  Vir- 
ginia Lee  Cromer,  AJLA  Arts  Consultant,  which  revealed  a 
need  for  the  development  and  expression  of  the  creative  arts. 

From  1944  to  1945  Mrs.  George  Walker  served  as  president. 
The  League  voted  to  support  the  Radio  Council  for  a  three-year 
period,  allocating  $2,500  per  year.  A  donation  of  $1,000  was 
made  to  the  Wachovia  Historical  Society  to  provide  a  part-time 
Director  for  its  Museum.  The  League  gave  $600  to  the  Pied- 
mont Festival  and  assisted  in  the  sale  of  tickets  to  its  perform- 
ances. 

In  1945  the  Beauty  Parlor  was  sold  because  the  League 
deemed  it  unwise  to  operate  a  shop  in  competition  with  local 
business,  and  its  community  service  program  was  amply  pro- 
tected by  a  contingency  fund. 

In  a  Staff  visit  for  the  Arts  program.  Miss  Cromer  advised: 
"Conditions  in  Winston-Salem  indicate  that  the  League  would  be 
wise  to  strengthen  already  established  agencies;  i.e.,  museum, 
library,  recreation  department,  public  schools  ..." 

In  1945-46,  upon  the  return  of  many  members  who  had  been 
away  during  the  war,  the  League  expanded  its  program  under 
the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Moore,  and,  on  the  advice  of 
AJLA,  donated  the  major  part  of  its  surplus  to  the  community. 
Three  Staff  visits,  two  in  connection  with  League  finances, 
and  one  for  the  Arts  program,  helped  to  get  the  plans  under 
way. 

A  portion  of  the  invested  surplus,  consisting  of  four  hundred 
shares  of  Reynolds  B  stock,  was  turned  over  to  the  com- 
munity: fifty  shares  to  the  City-County  Hospital;  fifty  shares 
to  the  War  Memorial  Building  Fund;  one  hundred  twenty 
shares  to  the  Mental  Hygiene  Society;  one  hundred  eighty  shares 
to  the  City  Library. 

The  Junior  League  Hospital  Building  was  deeded  to  the 
Winston-Salem  Foundation. 

The  League  brought  Mrs.  Chester  Marsh  to  the  community 
for  a  three-year  demonstration  as  Arts  and  Crafts  Director 
for  the  City  Recreation  Department,  which  made  space  avail- 
able for  a  Workshop  to  carry  on  the  activities. 

From  1946-47,  Mrs.  Bowman  Gray  served  as  president.  During 
the  summer  a  story-telling  program  was  conducted  at  the 
Wachovia  Museum.  In  January  a  Staff  visit  for  reorganization 
of  the  Thrift  Shop  resulted  in  improved  management  of  this 
project,  and  we  were  advised  to  appoint  a  project-finding 
committee. 
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The  League  continued  its  financial  support  of  the  Radio 
Council  and  the  Arts  and  Crafts  program.  A  survey  of  fifty- 
six  groups  in  the  community  revealed  interest  in  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Arts  Council,  and  $7,200  was  put  aside  from  surplus 
for  the  employment  of  a  Community  Arts  Coordinator  when 
the  Council  proved  its  readiness  to  handle  the  money.  The 
remainder  of  the  invested  surplus  was  donated  as  follows;  $1,800 
to  the  City  Library;  $950  to  the  Radio  Council. 

The  League  contributed  $500  to  the  Piedmont  Festival  and 
sponsored  a  concert  of  the  newly-formed  Winston-Salem  Civic 
Orchestra  (now  the  Winston-Salem  Symphony)  by  selling  tickets 
and  handling  newspaper  and  radio  publicity.  $750  was  given 
the  Leisure  Time  Division  of  the  Community  Council  for  a 
coordinator  of  youth  activities  at  the  Fairview  Playground,  which 
is  in  an  area  not  served  by  any  other  organization. 

During  the  two-year  term  of  Mrs.  Robert  Lawson,  from 
1947-49,  a  change  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Program  took  place. 
Half-way  through  the  three-year  demonstration,  the  City  Rec- 
reation Department  withdrew  its  support  when  the  building 
which  housed  the  Department  was  sold.  The  advice  of  AJLA 
was  sought,  and  a  visit  from  the  AJLA  Arts  Consultant,  Miss 
Virginia  Lee  Cromer,  helped  to  clarify  the  situation.  In  the 
letter  of  recommendation  following  her  visit,  Miss  Cromer  ad- 
vised that  a  strong  Board  with  committee  structure  be  formed 
for  the  Workshop.  An  Interim  Committee,  composed  of  League 
members  and  others  interested,  was  formed  for  the  Workshop. 
This  committee  organized  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Association,  which 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  administration,  financing,  and 
promotion  of  the  Workshop.  The  League  agreed  to  pay  the 
salary  of  the  Director  for  a  three-year  period  ending  October, 
1950,  and  pledged  its  support  to  see  the  program  stabilized  in 
the  community. 

Further  advice  in  Miss  Cromer's  letter  of  recommendation 
was  that:  a  Board  Members'  Institute  be  held;  we  considered 
ways  of  lightening  the  president's  job  in  order  that  she  might 
be  able  to  serve  for  two  years;  our  League  should  adjust  its 
thinking  concerning  projects,  and  should  know  the  workings 
of  any  agency  with  which  we  have  a  project  in  the  future. 

The  League  voted  to  contribute  $500  per  year  for  a  two-year 
period  toward  the  support  of  the  Children's  Programming  Com- 
mittee of  the  Radio  Council,  and  also  loaned  $1,200  to  this 
committee  for  the  transcription  of  a  radio  series,  "Storytime." 

Mrs.  Albert  Butler,  Jr.,  was  president  during  the  year  1949- 
1950,  when  our  financial  commitments  to  the  Radio  Council  and 
to  the  Arts  and  Crafts  came  to  an  end.  The  League  voted  to 
continue  its  yearly  appropriations  of  $3,000  to  the  Arts  and 
Crafts  Association  through  March  1951,  $250  to  the  Piedmont 
Festival,  and  $250  to  the  Winston-Salem  Symphony. 

Working  with  the  Piedmont  Festival  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  League  helped  to  organize  the  Arts  Council. 

A  Project-Finding  Committee  was  appointed. 
During   the   term    of   Mrs.    Clifton    Pleasants,    1950-51,  the 
League  voted  to  release  the  gift  of  $7,000  which  it  had  held 
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in  trust  for  the  Arts  Council,  and  in  August  1950,  Miss  Gertrude 
Elliot  was  employed  by  the  Council  as  Coordinator. 

The  request  of  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Association  for  further 
support  of  the  Workshop  in  the  amount  of  $3,000  was  granted 
through  March  1952.  $250  was  given  to  the  Winston-Salem 
Symphony  Association.  The  Junior  League  play,  "Indian  Cap- 
tive," was  presented  to  the  county  school  children  at  the 
Mineral  Springs  Auditorium. 

From  1951-52  Mrs.  John  Whitaker  served  as  President.  The 
Arts  Council  established  an  Art  Center  by  moving  its  member 
groups,  including  the  Workshop,  into  a  building  owned  by  the 
Winston-Salem  Foundation. 

The  Project-Finding  Committee  received  a  letter  from  the 
Arts  and  Crafts  Association,  requesting  that  "...  the  Junior 
League  consider  association  with  the  Arts  and  Crafts  on  a 
permanent  basis."  The  Board  turned  down  this  request  for 
permanent  support  and  recommended  to  the  League  that  it 
ask  the  Association  to  make  a  specific  request. 

The  League  was  advised  by  AJLA  to  evaluate,  to  continue 
Project-Finding,  and  to  have  a  League  Administration  Institute. 
A  comprehensive  evaluation  of  the  League's  administration  and 
program  was  made.  Mrs.  Emma  Buettner,  General  Program 
Consultant  from  AJLA,  conducted  the  League  Administration 
Institute,  and  upon  her  advice  a  Manual  of  Procedure  was  com- 
piled for  the  use  of  Board  members. 

The  county  school  children  were  brought  to  Reynolds  Au- 
ditorium to  see  the  Junior  League  play,  "Tom  Sawyer." 

After  careful  consideration,  the  Board  voted  to  release  the 
Children's  Programming  Committee  from  its  obligation  to  return 
to  the  League  the  $1,200  loaned  it  for  the  purpose  of  trans- 
cribing "Storytime." 

On  March  31,  the  League's  financial  contribution  to  the  Arts 
field  was  completed  through  coordination  of  fund  raising  for  the 
Arts  groups  under  the  Arts  Council. 

The  League  entered  its  30th  year  with  Mrs.  Frank  Borden 
Hanes  as  president.  The  Project  Finding  Committee  was  re- 
activated, and  after  long  and  hard  studies  in  the  many  fields 
open  for  our  sponsorship,  a  Children's  Program  emerged  as  the 
most  popular  field  for  a  project.  After  further  studies  the 
League  voted  a  three-fourths  majority  for  a  Children's  Activities 
Program  at  the  new  City-County  Library.  A  letter  of  contract 
was  drawn  up  between  the  Library  Board  and  the  Junior 
League,  allocating  $1,500  to  the  Program  the  first  year,  and 
limiting  the  League's  sponsorship  to  three  years. 

The  30th  anniversary  was  celebrated  with  a  Mardi  Gras  Ball 
on  February  6.  Commemorating  the  League's  30  years  of  volun- 
teer service,  the  Public  Relations  Committee  published  a  Bro- 
chure interpreting  the  functions  and  purposes  of  the  League. 

The  Thrift  Shop  was  budgeted  for  $5,000  to  assure  the  League 
of  sufficient  funds  to  undertake  its  new  project,  maintain  a 
contingency  fund  and  continue  its  membership  in  local  or- 
ganizations. To  help  raise  this  money,  a  fall  Fashion  Show  was 
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held  and  a  Strip  for  Thrift  dance  during  the  anniversary  cele- 
bration. Both  of  these  functions  netted  the  Thrift  Shop  approxi- 
mately $1,000  and  they  were  able  to  turn  over  to  the  League  in 
March,  approximately  $4,800. 

"Beauty  and  the  Beast"  was  presented  to  the  City  School 
children  in  March. 

The  League  continued  its  interest  in  the  Arts  Council  by 
voting  to  give  them  $500  to  assist  in  financing  their  expanded 
program  and  again  voted  to  support  the  Arts  Follies  one 
hundred  per  cent. 

At  the  annual  conference  in  May,  Region  V  was  divided  and 
Region  XIII  formed.  We  thereby  became  a  member  League  of 
Region  XIII. 

In  1953-54,  under  Mrs.  Edward  F.  Heefner's  leadership,  the 
League  launched  the  Children's  Activities  Program  at  the  City- 
County  Library  and  sponsored  two  art  exhibits.  These  projects 
were  made  possible  by  The  Thrift  Shop  profits  of  $2,850.92. 
$1,300.00  profit  was  used  for  renovations  at  the  Thrift  Shop. 

Diversified  Placement  was  achieved  by  volunteers  serving  on 
the  above  projects  as  well  as  our  Children's  Theatre  Play,  "The 
King's  Balcony,"  a  Thrift  Shop  Fashion  Show  and  Commission 
Contest,  projects  of  the  Radio-TV  Council,  Arts  Council,  United 
Fund  Divisions,  and  Recreational  Therapy  done  in  the  Children's 
Wing  of  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  League  was  initiated  into  television  by  sponsoring  a 
thirty-minute  program  on  our  Children's  Activities  Program  at 
the  Library,  and  being  a  co-sponsor  of  a  program  on  the  United 
Nations. 

The  Public  Relations  Committee  honored  Mr.  Ralph  Hanes 
and  Mr.  Meade  Willis  for  their  work  at  the  Library  by  presenting 
certificates  of  appreciation  to  them,  and  books  to  the  Library  in 
their  honor.  The  Public  Relations  Committee  was  also  responsible 
for  the  making  of  smocks  which  are  being  worn  by  League 
volunteers. 

A  new  system,  whereby  only  the  members  of  the  Admissions 
Committee  voted  for  League  candidates,  proved  successful.  Also 
inaugurated  was  a  new  system  of  the  Executive  Committee 
appointing  the  Nominating  Chairman,  rather  than  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  electing  her. 

For  the  first  time,  advertising  paid  for  over  half  of  the  cost 
of  printing  the  League  Newssheet;  and  the  League  Administra- 
tive Fund  balanced  without  dipping  into  surplus  funds,  with 
$1,700.00  being  added  to  our  Contingency  Fund  in  the  Community 
Account. 

A  special  Survey  Committee  answered  the  AJLA  Question- 
naire and  suggested  reducing  the  budget  by  reducing  the  staff 
of  consultants  to  a  limited  number  of  general  consultants,  and 
eliminating  many  of  the  special  consultants. 

Mrs.  Edward  S.  Heefner  served  again  as  our  president  in 
1954-55.  When  it  became  necessary  to  vacate  the  Thrift  Shop, 
a  very  successful  Rummage  Sale  was  held  by  the  League.  The 
two  operations  netted  a  total  of  $6,602.53. 
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The  Children's  Activities  Program  at  the  Library  completed 
its  second  year  of  operation  with  a  good  record  of  achievement. 

The  Public  Relations  Committee  had  a  luncheon  honoring  the 
people  in  the  community  who  have  helped  with  the  League  pro- 
gram. 

A  record  player  was  purchased  for  the  Hospital  Therapy 
Project  at  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

League  Volunteers  counted  over  a  thousand  attendance  at  the 
Art  Exhibit  which  was  sponsored  by  the  League. 

Four  performances  of  the  "Camel  with  the  Wrinkled  Knees" 
was  given  by  the  Children's  Theatre  Group. 

The  TV  Committee  presented  a  series  of  shows,  geared  to 
elementary  school  children,  based  on  material  found  in  the 
Children's  Room  at  the  Library. 

Volunteers  also  worked  on  the  Arts  Council  and  its  Follies, 
in  the  Health  and  Welfare  field,  YWCA,  Scouting,  a-d  on  38 
different  boards  in  the  community. 

The  Provisional  Course  was  streamlined,  By-Laws  were  chang- 
ed to  conform  with  AJLA  by-laws,  advertising  in  the  News- 
sheet  was  increased  thus  cutting  the  cost  of  printing  it,  we 
served  as  one  of  the  hostesses  at  the  Sedgefield  Regional  Con- 
ference, and  had  a  Mardi  Gras  Dance  for  our  own  membership 
which  now  totals  373.

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ANNUAL  REPORTS  OF  BOARD  OF 
WINSTON-SALEM  JUNIOR  LEAGUE 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  year  1954-55  started  out  to  be  a  fairly  routine  year.  The 
Children's  Activities  Program  at  the  Library  was  well-establish- 
ed, and  our  steady  money-maker,  the  Thrift  Shop,  was  hum- 
ming along  as  usual.  Then  bingo,  at  the  beginning  of  the  sum- 
mer, our  Thrift  Shop  home  was  sold  out  from  under  us.  A 
radical  change  had  to  be  made.  Should  we  continue  the  Shop 
per  se  in  a  higher  rental  area,  switch  to  a  next-to-new  shop  or 
have  an  annual  rummage  sale?  We  had  a  rummage  sale.  In 
September  at  a  called  League  meeting  we  voted  to  hold  such  a 
sale  and  on  November  4,  5  and  6  we  held  a  successful  sale  at 
Hull-Dobbs  Motor  Company.  For  the  first  time  in  years,  al- 
most every  member  of  the  League  worked  together  en  masse 
to  put  over  something.  This  fact  alone  would  have  made  such 
a  new  venture  worthwhile,  but  we  also  netted  the  substantial 
sum  of  $3,795.98.  This  amount,  plus  the  $2,806.55  turned  over 
to  the  League  from  the  six  months'  operation  of  the  Thrift 
Shop  gave  us  a  total  of  $6,602.53  to  be  put  in  our  Community 
Trust  Fund.  Since  we  only  budgeted  the  Thrift  Shop  for  $4,000 
last  year,  this  gives  us  a  surplus  of  over  $2,000  to  be  added  to 
our  already  growing  surplus  in  the  Community  Trust  Fund 
account. 

Our  main  project,  the  Children's  Activities  Program  at  the 
Library  completed  its  second  year  of  operation  with  a  good 
record  of  achievement.  Two  weekly  story-hour  programs  were 
held  each  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  during  the  year  with  an 
average  of  298  children  attending  each  month.  Then  too,  an 
average  of  104  children  attended  each  month  during  the  sum- 
mer the  extra  programs  of  folk-dancing  and  creative  dramatics. 
The  record  committee  purchased  55  records  and  albums  with 
special  attention  given  to  folk-dancing  and  dramatic  story 
records  for  use  with  the  summer  programs.  In  addition,  9  new 
16mm  movies  were  added  to  the  film  library.  The  exhibit  case 
at  the  Library  had  a  change  of  displays  every  two  weeks  with 
especial  interest  on  nature  during  the  summer  and  foreign  coun- 
tries during  the  winter.  A  reading  club  program  was  started  in 
June  and  was  climaxed  in  November  during  Book  Week  when 
31  children  were  presented  pins  for  reading  and  reporting  on 
15  books  each.  Richard  Chase,  folk-lorist,  was  again  featured 
during  Book  Week  and  gave  four  demonstration  story-hour  pro- 
grams. An  excellent  illustrated  article  on  our  Library  projects, 
written  by  Liz  Trotman,  appeared  in  the  November  issue  of  the 
A  J  LA  Magazine,  and  at  least  10  issues  of  our  local  papers 
carried  pictures  of  the  Children's  Activities  at  the  Library. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  publicity  of  the  League  and  its  projects 
has  been  unusually  good  this  past  year.  In  addition  to  the 
Library  project,  the  papers  have  carried  feature  articles  on 
the  Hospital  therapy  work  at  the  Baptist  Hospital,  the  Rum- 
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mage  Sale,  the  Regional  Conference  at  Sedgefield  and  the 
Mardi-Gras  Ball.  A  highlight  of  the  year  in  the  public  relations 
field  was  the  luncheon  given  in  December  by  the  Public  Rela- 
tions Committee  for  our  friends  in  the  community  wlio  have 
helped  with  the  League  program. 

Our  Hospital  Therapy  project  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  is 
proving  its  worth  more  every  year.  20  League  girls  do  recrea- 
tional therapy  among  the  convalescent  children,  two  different 
girls  going  5  days  a  week  to  tell  stories,  play  records  and  help 
the  Children  with  art  work.  Our  Board  allotted  this  committee 
additional  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  record  player  for  the 
convalescent  ward  so  the  volunteers  would  not  have  to  bring 
their  own  from  home  each  time. 

Another  League  project,  the  Art  Exhibits  at  the  Library, 
proved  to  be  well  accepted  by  the  public.  Over  a  thousand 
people  attended  the  "Recent  European  Paintings"  exhibit  from 
the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  in  spite  of  the  poor  weather  during 
its  3  weeks'  showing.  102  League  girls  served  as  hostesses  for 
this  one  exhibit. 

The  Children's  Theatre  group  gave  4  performances  of  the 
"Camel  With  the  Wrinkled  Knees" — 3  regular  performances  and 
a  paid  dress  rehearsal,  all  at  the  Reynolds  Auditorium.  The 
play  was  given  to  city  school  children  only,  as  the  county  school 
system  wanted  only  performances  which  could  be  trouped  to 
each  of  its  individual  schools.  The  Children's  Theater  Commit- 
tee found  this  out  too  late  to  consider  such  a  feat  this  year, 
but  will  take  it  under  advisement  next  year. 

The  TV  Committee  presented  the  last  of  a  series  of  15- 
minute  TV  shows  once  a  month  over  WTO'B-TV  in  April,  May 
and  June.  These  were  geared  to  elementary  school  children  and 
were  based  on  material  to  be  found  in  the  Children's  Room  at 
the  Library.  In  the  fall,  a  15-minute  program  on  the  Rummage 
Sale  was  produced  and  an  elaborate  TV  show  promoting  Book 
Week  was  planned  which  unfortunately  had  to  be  cancelled  at 
the  last  moment.  In  addition,  numerous  radio  and  TV  spots 
were  written  and  supplied  to  the  local  stations  in  behalf  of  the 
Follies,  the  Rummage  Sale  and  Book  Week. 

Just  in  case  you  may  think  these  aforementioned  projects 
took  all  of  our  time  and  volunteers,  the  Placement  Committee 
reports  that  90  girls  helped  with  the  Arts  Council  Follies  in 
some  way,  36  girls  other  than  the  hospital  therapists  served  as 
volunteers  in  some  branch  of  the  health  and  welfare  field,  17 
in  YWCA  work,  24  with  some  branch  of  the  Arts  Council,  11 
with  Scouts  and  14  with  the  Radio-TV  Council.  Another  as- 
tounding fact  is  that  58  League  members  sat  on  39  different 
Boards  in  the  community.  Surely  such  a  record  as  this  proves 
that  we  are  fulfilling  our  purpose  of  training  volunteers  for 
community  service. 

All  of  these  volunteer  jobs  and  projects  mentioned  so  far  have 
been  on  the  Community  level.  But  there  is  another  side  to  the 
League  volunteer  picture — League  administration.  For  instance, 
the  Admissions  Committee  after  much  careful  deliberation,  se- 
lected 16  new  provisionals  which  were  then  taken  over  by  the 
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Provisional  Chairman  for  basic  training  (a  sort  of  Selective 
Service  of  our  own).  This  year,  because  of  past  grumbles  and 
suggestions  gleaned  at  Regional  Conference,  the  provisional 
course  was  reorganized  along  more  simplified  lines.  The  Com- 
munity Course  was  streamlined  to  one  month's  duration  with 
each  girl  keeping  a  notebook  of  the  course  instead  of  writing  a 
thesis.  Some  of  the  notebooks  were  so  outstanding  they  are 
being  taken  to  Sun  Valley  for  exhibition. 

The  By-Laws  Committee  worked  hard  during  the  year  trying 
to  get  our  by-laws  in  line  with  the  sample  AJLA  by-laws. 
Re-wording  was  necessary  but  no  changes  were  made  in  mean- 
ing or  intent.  The  League  voted  during  the  year  to  delete  the 
section  of  the  duties  of  the  Admissions  Committee  which  re- 
quires them  to  return  an  application  blank  when  the  candidate 
or  her  family  is  not  known  by  the  5th  meeting  of  the  committee. 

The  Education  Committee  successfully  dreamed  up  an  interest- 
ing program  for  each  regular  League  meeting.  We  had  a  tour  of 
Tanglewood;  two  skits,  one  of  which  had  much  to  do  with 
easing  placement  problems  for  the  year;  two  films,  one  on 
travel  and  one  on  Cerebral  Palsy;  two  speakers,  one  on  inter- 
national affairs  and  one  on  signs  of  our  times;  and  a  talk  by  our 
Regional  Director. 

Our  local  news  organ,  the  Newssheet,  continued  with  its  usual 
good  coverage  of  League  activities,  AJLA  news  and  community 
programs  of  interest  to  League  members.  "Director's  Diary" 
written  for  the  Leagues  in  Region  XIII  by  our  Regional  Di- 
rector was  a  delightful  special  feature  of  the  year.  Advertising 
in  the  Newssheet  increased  to  14  business  firms,  thus  cutting  the 
cost  of  printing  the  paper  from  $633  to  $272. 

Representatives  from  the  League  attended  quite  a  few  con- 
ferences and  workshops  during  the  year.  Alice  Brown  and  Jane 
Womble  were  our  official  delegates  at  Boca  Raton  national  con- 
ference last  May,  while  Suzanne  LaRoque  and  Sarah  Loman 
were  our  official  delegates  at  Regional  Conference  at  Sedge- 
field  in  January.  Morever,  17  observers  from  our  League  at- 
tended one  or  more  of  the  meetings  at  Regional  Conference. 
Lou  Bahnson  represented  us  at  the  Regional  TV  Workshop  at 
Chapel  Hill  in  March,  and  I,  as  president,  attended  President's 
Council  in  Charlotte  in  September.  Representatives  were  also 
sent  to  the  local  Piedmont  Arts  Conference  and  to  a  Pliblic 
Relations  Workshop  sponsored  by  the  Arts  Council. 

In  March  our  League  had  a  visit  from  Bennie  Lee  Inman, 
Director  of  Region  XIII.  She  attended  a  regular  Board  meeting, 
met  with  several  committee  chairmen,  inspected  our  Library 
Project,  spoke  at  the  March  League  meeting,  and  was  enter- 
tained at  a  luncheon  by  the  Board.  She  seemed  pleased  that 
we  had  so  few  obvious  problems,  but  suggested  that  we  continue 
to  evaluate  our  Admissions  system  every  year ;  and  that  we 
define  clearly  what  is  expected  of  our  volunteers  in  our  proj- 
ects and  see  that  both  volunteers  and  the  community  people 
they  work  under  understand  what  is  expected. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  word  about  the 
League's  social  events  of  the  year.  The  Hospitality  Committee 
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provided  us  with  box  lunches  at  Tanglewood  in  June,  and  re- 
freshments tonight  at  the  annual  meeting.  We  served  as  a  joint 
hostess  League  along  with  Greensboro  and  High  Point  at 
Sedgefield  Regional  Conference,  the  high  spot  of  the  entertain- 
ment being  a  party  at  the  Embassy  Club. 

The  provisionals  were  entertained  at  a  coffee  in  March  at 
the  home  of  Mary  Lou  Rice,  our  able  and  stimulating  sustain- 
ing representative  on  the  Board.  Last,  but  certainly  not  least, 
our  brave  Hospitality  Committee  broke  with  tradition  and  really 
"got  on  the  ball" — and  I  do  mean  Ball,  for  the  Mardi-Gras 
dance  was  one  of  the  successes  of  the  year.  The  Provisionals 
were  presented  at  court  in  grand  style;  Mr.  Ralph  Hanes  was 
crowned  king  as  a  reward  for  his  outstanding  community  service; 
and  your  humble  president,  in  one  moment  of  glory,  was  repaid 
for  those  23  Board  meetings,  18  League  meetings  and  umpteen- 
thousand  telephone  calls  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  League  grew  in  membership  to  a  total  of  373  members — 
167  active,  162  sustaining,  17  provisional,  22  non-resident,  and 
3  inter-League.  We  lost  12  members  by  transfer  to  other 
Leagues,  one  by  resignation,  and  gained  4  members  who  trans- 
ferred to  our  League.  There  are  22  employed  members  in  the 
League  and  these  girls  had  four  regular  meetings  during  the 
year  under  the  supervision  of  the  Vice-President.  The  League 
had  8  regular  meetings  and  1  called  meeting.  There  were  7 
weddings  in  the  League  last  year,  no  deaths  and  a  total  of  23 
children  were  born — 16  boys  and  7  girls.  It  also  might  be  of 
interest  to  you  to  learn  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  167  active 
members  accounted  for  336  children.  Isn't  it  remarkable  that 
with  so  many  responsibilities  at  home,  our  League  girls  have 
been  able  to  accomplish  all  that  has  been  recorded  in  this  re- 
port and  much  more?  We  did  not  solve  all  of  our  problems  by 
any  means,  yet  the  year  was  a  busy  and  productive  one.  The 
greatest  achievements  of  the  year,  to  my  mind,  were  the  Rum- 
mage Sale  which  brought  us  all  together  in  a  working  capacity, 
and  the  Mardi-Gras  Ball  which  brought  us  all  together  in  a 
social  capacity.  One  of  the  prime  considerations  of  the  League 
administration  in  any  year  should  be  League  morale  and  any- 
thing which  provides  the  fun  and  satisfaction  of  working  and 
playing  together  should  be  on  the  top  of  the  list  of  undertakings. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  member 
of  the  Board  for  their  hard  work  and  their  outstanding  co- 
operation during  the  past  year;  and  to  thank  each  one  of  you, 
as  League  members,  for  your  loyal  support.  Your  inspiration  as 
organizers,  workers,  and  friends  have  made  the  past  two  years 
among  the  most  rewarding  of  my  life.

The  Hospitality  Committee  also  helped  with  refreshments  and 
flowers  for  the  April  Junior  League  meeting. 

In  closing,  let  me  say  that  the  success  of  the  year's  activities 
has  been  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  cooperation  of  the  commit- 
tee members.

The  Junior  League  allotted  $1,500  for  the  fiscal  year  April  1, 
1954  to  March  31,  1955  to  be  used  on  programming  of  the  chil- 
dren's activities  for  the  City-County  Library.  Through  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  all  eight  sub-committee  chairmen  and  volun- 
teers the  following  has  been  accomplished. 

The  Exhibit  Committee  supplied  the  exhibit  case  with  different 
displays  every  two  weeks.  Particularly  interesting  was  the  sum- 
mer nature  series  and  the  foreign  countries  series  this  winter. 

The  Phonograph  Record  Committee  purchased  55  records  and 
albums.  Special  attention  was  given  to  folk  dance  and  dramatic 
story  records  for  use  with  our  summer  dance  and  dramatic  pro- 
gram. A  complete  file  was  kept  on  all  new  records  and  albums. 

The  Book  Correlation  Committee  correlated  19  stories  for  in- 
school  broadcasts  of  the  Radio  Council  which  involved  a  study 
and  listing  of  85  books. 

The  Picture  File  Committee  sent  letters  twice  to  all  city  and 
county  schools  advising  teachers  of  the  availability  of  matted 
pictures  and  portfolios  for  classroom  use.  These  pictures  were 
also  used  in  a  library  gallery  exhibit  put  on  by  Provisionals 
under  the  Provisional  Chairman. 

The  Film  Committee  purchased  1  film  strip  and  nine  16mm 
sound  movies.  It  also  rented  Walt  Disney's  "So  Dear  To  My 
Heart"  for  a  special  summer  showing. 

The  Book  Week  Chairman  obtained  the  services  of  Richard 
Chase,  folklorist,  again  for  Book  Week.  Mr.  Chase  gave  four 
demonstration  story  hour  programs,  two  at  the  City-County  Li- 
brary and  two  at  the  Horton  Branch.  He  also  gave  assembly 
programs  at  the  following  schools — Wiley,  Moore,  North  Elemen- 
tary, Kernersville,  Mineral  Springs,  Griffith  and  at  the  Wo- 
man's Club. 

Two  story  hour  programs  were  presented  on  WTOB-TV  by 
the  Radio,  TV  Committee. 

The  Story  Hour  Chairmen  and  her  Committee  planned  and 
presented  two  weekly  story  hour  programs  each  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  with  an  average  attendance  of  298.5  children  month- 
ly. In  addition  to  these  figures  an  average  104  children  each 
month  of  the  summer  enjoyed  an  extra  program  of  folk  dancing 
and  creative  dramatics  presented  by  Miss  Christine  Jones  under 
Junior  League  sponsorship.  During  July  and  August  a  "Chil- 
dren of  Other  Lands"  series  was  held  during  regular  story-hour 
coordinating  films,  stories  and  actual  curios  from  each  country 
presented. 

The  Library  Committee  helped  Miss  Reid  organize  a  booth 
for  the  Moore  School  May  P.T.A.  meeting  showing  activities 
the  Junior  League  offers  children  at  the  Library. 

Liz  Trotman  wrote  a  most  comprehensive  article  about  the 
Library  Project  which  was  published  in  the  November  Junior 
League  Magazine.  We  had  a  local  photographer  take  pictures 
to  illustrate  her  article.  Subsequently  we  had  inquiries  for  more 
information  from  Charlotte,  N.  C.  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio  Junior 
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Leagues.  Liz's  articles  and  the  Library  Project  was  also  praised 
in  the  American  Library  Association's  house  organ  "Top  of  the 
News"  which  is  sent  to  librarians  all  over  the  country. 

The  Committee  was  most  fortunate  in  having  wonderful  co- 
operation from  the  Winston-Salem  Journal-Sentinel.  Every  phase 
of  our  project  was  publicized  and  at  least  10  issues  carried  pic- 
tures. 

The  Reading  Club  program  which  was  started  in  June  came 
to  a  climax  during  November  Book  Week  when  pins  were  pre- 
sented to  31  children  for  reading  and  reporting  on  at  least  15 
books  each.  An  invitation  was  sent  to  these  children  and  their 
parents  inviting  them  to  a  special  Book  Week  Tea  where  they 
met  Richard  Chase  personally.  Librarians  and  other  interested 
persons  were  also  invited. 

At  Christmas  a  party  was  given  for  the  regular  story  hour 
attendants.  Two  films  "Silent  Night"  and  "Littlest  Angel"  were 
shown.  Another  special  Christmas  program  featured  a  brass 
ensemble  composed  of  members  of  the  Salem  Band  and  the 
Symphony  Orchestra.  The  ensemble  gave  a  delightful  Christmas 
carol  program  during  which  they  explained  each  brass  instru- 
ment used. 

As  Chairman  I  would  like  to  thank  everyone  for  the  interest 
and  good  work  which  has  made  this  year  another  profitable  one 
for  our  City-County  children.

MAGAZINE 

In  preceding  years  the  Junior  League  Magazine  has  been 
published  monthly  October  through  June,  but  starting  in  Jan- 
uary of  this  year  it  is  being  published  bi-monthly  throughout 
the  entire  year.

The  purpose  of  this  questionnaire  is  to  determine 
the  personal  views  of  League  members  on  the  content,  purpose 
and  use  of  the  Junior  League  Magazine.  The  results  of  this 
survey  will  be  included  for  consideration  by  the  delegates  at 
the  coming  Sun  Valley  Conference. 

An  article  on  our  present  Library  Project  was  requested  in 
June  for  fall  publication.  This  article,  along  with  several 
appropriate  photographs,  appeared  in  the  November  issue. 

From  month  to  month,  local  announcements  of  births,  mar- 
riages and  adoptions  have  been  sent  to  the  Tidings  Editor  of  the 
magazine,  and  changes  of  address  have  been  kept  up-to-date 
and  sent  regularly  to  the  Circulation  Department. 

A  complete  file  of  all  correspondence  and  materials,  and 
magazines  for  the  year  has  been  kept.

During  the  year  1954-55  nine  issues  of  the  Newssheet  were 
prepared  and  mailed  to  all  members  of  the  Winston-Salem 
Junior  League,  to  all  Leagues  in  Region  XIII,  to  local  com- 
munity agencies,  and  to  advertisers.  Six  copies  of  each  issue 
were  sent  to  AJLA,  and  one,  to  the  Regional  Director.  The 
staff  published  all  issues  with  the  exception  of  the  January 
issue  which  was  prepared  by  the  Provisionals.  The  Christmas 
issue  was  enlarged  this  year  to  six  pages  instead  of  the  usual 
four  pages.  As  a  special  feature,  the  delightful  "Director's 
Diary"  written  for  the  Leagues  in  Region  XIII  by  the  Regional 
Director  was  published. 

The  business  staff  handled  the  advertising  very  successfully 
and  the  number  of  regular  advertisers  was  increased  to  fourteen 
business  firms.  Our  advertisers  have  continued  to  be  most  co- 
operative and  funds  from  advertising  have  enabled  the  News- 
sheet  Committee  to  reduce  the  amount  requested  from  the 
League  Administrative  Fund. 

At  the  recommendation  of  the  Provisional  Committee  and  the 
Newssheet  Committee,  a  plan  of  having  two  Provisionals  work 
with  the  Newssheet  Committee  on  each  issue  rather  than  having 
the  Provisionals  prepare  one  entire  issue  was  started  with  the 
April,  1955  Newssheet.  This  plan  will  enable  each  Provisional  to 
work  on  one  issue. 

The  Newssheet  has  continued  to  cover  League  activities  and 
to  give  publicity  to  community  programs  and  activities  of  in- 
terest to  the  League  members.

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PLACEMENT 


In  August,  the  Placement  Committee,  together  with  Mrs.  Lois 
DeHart  of  the  Voluntary  Service  Bureau,  visited  all  the  com- 
munity agencies  which  use  volunteers.  A  chart  was  made  of  the 
available  jobs  in  the  community  and  the  League  with  hours  and 
training  required.  This  chart,  together  with  several  articles  on 
different  phases  of  volunteer  work,  was  printed  in  a  Placement 
Issue  of  the  Newssheet  which  was  mailed  to  each  League  mem- 
ber before  interviews  the  first  week  in  October. 

At  the  October  League  Meeting  the  Education  Committee  pre- 
sented a  clever  skit  on  Placement,  illustrating  different  types  of 
volunteer  opportunities.  Placement  interviews  were  started  the 
following  day. 

It  was  felt  that  this  program  just  prior  to  Placement  Inter- 
views gave  a  tremendous  boost  to  the  enthusiasm  of  League 
volunteers.  Members  were  more  familiar  and  more  interested 
in  the  different  jobs  available,  making  it  easier  for  both  the 
interviewers  and  those  being  interviewed. 

Many  League  girls  worked  hard  to  make  the  1954  Arts  Coun- 
cil Follies  the  success  that  it  was.  We  had  5  League  girls  who 
were  chairmen  and  co-chairmen  of  committees.  18  served  on 
committees.  32  acted  in  the  Follies.  10  girls  sold  tickets,  and 
25  solicited  ads  for  the  yearbook. 

The  League  sponsored  an  art  exhibit  of  Modern  European 
Paintings  collected  from  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  at  the 
Public  Library  from  January  19  through  February  9.  102  volun- 
teers served  as  attendants  to  keep  the  exhibit  open.  11  girls  tell 
stories  to  children  at  the  Library  Story  Hour.  There  are  7 
substitutes.  4  volunteers  catalogue  records,  2  are  children's  room 
assistants. 

The  Children's  Theatre  Committee  presented  "The  Camel  With 
the  Wrinkled  Knees"  to  the  city  school  children  this  month.  72 
worked  on  the  play  in  some  capacity. 

20  volunteers  do  recreational  therapy  with  convalescing  chil- 
dren at  the  Baptist  Hospital.  9  volunteers  work  with  the  O.  B. 
Clinic.  4  volunteers  work  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  at 
Graylyn.  2  volunteers  drive  weekly  for  the  Speech  Clinic  at 
Graylyn.  11  volunteers  worked  at  Salem  Restoration  until  Feb- 
ruary, when  a  professional  secretary  was  hired.  6  volunteers 
help  with  the  children  at  the  Children's  Center  with  1  volunteer 
doing  typing. 

There  are  7  League  members  working  at  the  Y.W.C.A.  18 
volunteers  man  the  Woman's  Exchange,  2  are  instructors  at  tne 
Arts  and  Crafts.  4  girls  work  regularly  as  Arts  Council  recep- 
tionists. 

There  are  10  League  members  doing  work  with  the  Blood- 
mobile.  1  member  is  co-ordinator  of  the  Bloodmobile  and  also 
in  charge  of  the  training  course.  3  volunteers  work  with  the  T.B. 
and  Health  Association. 

11  volunteers  are  Scout  Leaders  or  Co-Leaders.  14  League 
members  do  work  with  the  Radio  and  Television  Council. 
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Many  volunteers  have  filled  many  short-time  jobs  such  as 
ushers  for  Children's  Theatre  plays,  Sunday  Afternoon  Forum 
hostesses,  the  Arts  Council  Fair  Booth,  and  the  Toy  Shop  with 
a  League  member  as  Chairman  of  the  Toy  Shop.  League  mem- 
bers worked  hours  each  at  the  Rummage  Sale.  Many  have 
done  PT.A.,  Alumnae,  and  church  work.  58  League  members  sat 
on  39  different  Boards  in  the  community. 

The  chairman  attended  3  meetings  of  the  Volunteer  Bureau 
of  the  Community  Council  and  made  reports  on  League  work  in 
the  community. 

I  would  like  to  thank  not  only  every  member  of  my  commit- 
tee but  every  League  member  for  their  wonderful  cooperation 
throughout  the  year.

^  PROVISIONAL 

On  April  1,  1954  we  had  19  Provisionals — sixteen  of  the  group 
were  voted  into  Active  membership  in  January,  1955,  upon 
satisfactorily  completing  their  Provisional  year.  Two  will  be  ac- 
cepted as  Active  members  upon  finishing  the  Community  Lec- 
ture Series  this  year;  and  the  status  of  the  other,  a  service  case, 
is  still  undetermined  but  will  be  either  Inter-League  or  Pro- 
visional. 

Their  Community  Lecture  Series  was  completed  the  10th  of 
May,  as  were  the  field  trips  planned  in  connection  with  these 
lectures. 

In  May,  radio  work  was  discussed  with  them. 

The  Provisionals  worked  at  the  Thrift  Shop  during  June,  July 
and  August,  both  marking  and  selling. 

In  September  they  were  interviewed  by  the  Placement  Chair- 
man and  chose  their  job  for  the  year. 

A  job  at  the  Library  was  completed  during  October.  Several 
of  the  group  took  over  the  hanging  of  the  art  exhibit  (copies 
of  Old  Masters  that  the  League  had  given  to  the  Children's 
Room),  others  acted  as  hostesses,  and  the  remainder  have  con- 
ducted story  hours  and  assisted  in  the  Children's  room. 

The  January  Newssheet  was  edited  by  the  Provisionals. 

In  February,  1955,  16  new  Provisionals  were  invited  to  join 
the  Winston-Salem  Junior  League.  At  a  Pre-Acceptance  group 
meeting,  an  outline  of  the  year's  work  was  explained  before  any 
member  of  the  group  had  accepted  the  invitation. 

The  Community  Lecture  Series  started  February  3,  1955  and 
will  be  completed  during  the  month.  Lectures  on  History,  City- 
County  Government,  Industry  and  Agriculture,  The  Library,  The 
Arts  Council,  Education,  United  Fund  and  Future  Planning 
were  given  by  leading  citizens  of  the  community.  Three  field 
trips  have  been  planned  in  connection  with  the  topics  discussed. 
Each  girl  is  taking  notes,  and  will  be  required  to  evaluate  the 
Lecture  Series  and  turn  in  a  scrapbook  at  the  end  of  the  lec- 
tures. This  will  be  returned  to  her,  for  her  own  use  in  later  years. 
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Work  in  Children's  Theatre,  Library,  Hospital  or  Recreation, 
United  Fund,  the  Rummage  Sale  and  Newssheet  is  scheduled 
from  March  through  October.  In  November,  December  and  Jan- 
uary they  will  have  A.J.L.A.,  Parliamentary  Procedure,  attend 
a  Board  meeting  and  have  their  Placement  Interview. 

The  course  was  stream-lined  this  year  as  a  result  of  the  Re- 
gional Conference  in  Sedgefield,  and  seems  to  be  working  out 
very  satisfactorily.  I  have  never  worked  with  a  more  interested 
group — their  enthusiasm  has  certainly  made  my  job  pleasant, 
and  I  hope  their  interest  will  continue  through  their  years  of 
membership.

RUMMAGE  SALE 

After  securing  HuU-Dobbs  Company's  salesroom  as  a  location 
for  the  sale  and  setting  the  dates  of  November  4,  5,  and  6,  we 
organized  the  necessary  committees:  Props,  Publicity,  Pick-up, 
Merchant's  Contact,  Marking — whose  individual  reports  are  in 
file. 

About  70  volunteers  worked  on  pre-sale  activities  and  the  en- 
tire League  worked  at  the  sale.  We  divided  the  two  days  (noon 
Thursday  until  noon  Saturday)  in  halves  and  alphabetically  as- 
signed one-quarter  of  the  membership  to  each  4y2  hours  selling 
period.  About  half  of  the  total  receipts  were  taken  in  during  the 
first  afternoon. 

The  League  treasurer  was  in  charge  of  the  cash  registers  and 
made  the  deposits — except  when  extra  ones  were  necessary.  We 
started  with  $50.00  in  each  of  two  registers.  A  list  was  kept  of 
all  articles  requiring  Federal  tax  so  that  the  Treasurer  could 
report  the  tax  after  the  sale. 

We  had  about  $200.00  to  $250.00  worth  of  merchandise  left 
when  the  sale  ended.  This  was  divided  between  the  Friendship 
House,  Memorial  Industrial  School  (Colored),  Salvation  Army, 
and  Goodwill  Industries — each  of  whom  sent  representatives  to 
Hull-Dobbs  on  Saturday  afternoon  to  take  whatever  merchan- 
dise they  could  use — and  a  box  of  party  favors  was  taken  to 
the  ladies  of  the  Salem  Home.  We  sent  108  "thank-you"  cards 
to  merchants  and  others  who  had  donated  merchandise  for  the 
sale. 

Since  Hull-Dobbs  did  not  charge  any  rent,  were  so  cooperative 
and  helpful,  and  wouldn't  accept  a  gift,  we  sent  a  large  arrange- 
ment of  chrysanthemums  for  their  formal  showing  of  the  1955 
Ford. 

Our  job  was  made  easier  because  we  had  the  Thrift  Shop  to 
use  as  a  collection  place  during  October,  and  Sue  Brown  was 
there  to  receive  donations.  But  we  could  not  have  had  a  success- 
ful sale  without  cooperation — and  we  got  it — from  every  girl  in 
the  League.  Thanks  so  much!

THRIFT  SHOP 

Soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  '54-'55  fiscal  year  at  the  Thrift 
Shop,  we  were  informed  that  Mrs.  Hill's  building  in  which  the 
Shop  was  located  was  being  sold  to  S.  H.  Kress  Co.  and  that  we 
would  have  to  move.  We  had  no  idea  when,  however;  only  that 
we  would  be  allowed  60  days'  notice  to  vacate.  With  this  infor- 
mation in  mind,  we  made  no  attempt  to  complete  the  renova- 
tion plan  begun  last  year  and  did  not  develop  many  of  the 
ideas  we  had  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

During  the  Summer  months  we  contacted  local  realtors  so  that 
if  a  new  space  that  was  suitable  became  available  for  rent  we 
could  investigate  its  possibilities.  However,  taking  the  amount 
of  rent  into  consideration,  no  location  more  desirable  than  the 
old  one  was  found.  So  after  requesting  the  various  real  estate 
firms  to  keep  our  problem  in  mind,  we  decided  to  just  let  the 
situation  rest — and  hope  that  our  60  days'  notice  would  not 
arrive  until  Fall,  or  later,  when  we  could  get  the  League  to- 
gether for  a  vote. 

Also  during  the  Summer,  the  stock  at  the  Shop  was  very  low. 
We  tried  to  stick,  without  exception,  to  the  quota  system  as  set- 
up last  year — so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  could  give  it  a 
true  evaluation.  However,  only  a  small  percentage  of  those 
scheduled  to  bring  quota  during  May,  June,  and  July  did  so — 
in  spite  of  repeated  telephone  reminders.  No  quota  was  due  in 
August  and  we  contacted  the  Sustaining  members  in  order  to 
get  enough  merchandise  to  start  our  Winter  season  in  Septem- 
ber— and  possibly  make  up  for  the  slow  Summer  months. 

However,  that  plan  never  was  completed  either.  We  received 
our  60  days'  moving  notice  on  September  1.  Again,  all  possible 
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locations  were  investigated  with  little  success.  The  rent  on  the 
good  locations  was  much  higher  than  we  felt  we  should  pay, 
taking  into  consideration  the  average  Thrift  Shop  income.  (How- 
ever, I  must  add  here  that  the  Shop  made  a  good  profit  and 
that  the  total  income  has  been  amazing  considering  the  prices 
we  could  put  on  our  merchandise.)  A  called  Board  meeting  was 
held  on  September  7  to  discuss  the  situation,  and  at  this  time 
there  was  almost  complete  agreement  that  a  Rummage  Sale 
would  be  the  best  way  in  which  to  dispose  of  remaining  Thrift 
Shop  merchandise  and  to  complete  the  Shop's  $4,000  quota  to 
the  League.  ($1,402.38  of  which  had  been  paid  in  July).  Im- 
mediately after  this  meeting  we  made  a  list  of  pros  and  cons 
for  a  Rummage  Sale  or  Thrift  Shop — copies  of  which  were  sent 
to  each  Active  member  with  the  notification  of  the  meeting 
called  for  September  14.  At  this  meeting  a  vote  was  taken  and 
the  membership  voted  to  hold  a  Rummage  Sale  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

From  then  on  things  moved  rather  swiftly.  Pauline  Robin- 
son was  appointed  co-chairman  for  the  Sale  and  we  secured 
Hull-Dobbs  show  room  for  the  first  week  in  November.  The 
Shop  was  closed  for  sales  on  October  1  and  the  space  used  as 
a  collection  place  for  Rummage  Sale  donations.  The  owners  of 
all  un-sold  commission  merchandise  were  contacted  and  re- 
quested to  pick  up  these  articles  by  October  15  or  donate  them — 
a  large  percentage  chose  to  donate.  We  asked  all  League  girls 
to  complete  their  $25  quotas  during  October  and  committees 
were  appointed  to  carry  out  the  plans  for  the  Rummage  Sale. 
The  Thrift  Shop  marking  committee  was  retained  to  help  the 
Shop  manager  during  October  when  needed  and  to  mark  larger 
articles  brought  to  Hull-Dobbs  before  the  Sale.  The  merchan- 
dise was  moved  from  the  Shop  on  November  2  and  the  sale 
began  on  Thursday,  November  4.  On  Tuesday  afternoon,  after 
the  clothes  were  moved,  the  carpenters  came  in  to  dismantle 
wall  cases,  shelves,  etc.  On  Wednesday  electricians  came  in  to 
take  down  light  fixtures  and  sign  and  then  the  movers  came 
back  to  move  cases,  bins,  shelves,  etc.  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Darr's  garage 
v/here  they  are  stored  for  possible  future  use.  Sue  Brown  was 
kept  on  all  during  October  and  the  Sale  and  was  paid,  in  addi- 
tion to  her  regular  salary,  3  weeks  salary  and  $100  bonus.  The 
Shop's  financial  statement  may  look  a  little  one-sided  since  there 
was  no  income  after  October  1  and  there  were  extra  moving 
expenses,  etc.  Also,  our  sales  for  the  Summer  were  low — we  had 
very  little  to  sell — and  of  course  were  not  offset  by  the  usually 
more  profitable  Winter  months. 

However,  the  sale  was  a  success — and,  even  more  important 
I  think,  was  enjoyed  by  the  membership  even  though  a  large 
number  of  girls  worked  much  longer  and  harder  than  they  ever 
had  at  the  Shop.  With  this  in  mind,  my  conclusion  is  not  neces- 
sarily that  the  Shop  should  be  given  up  forever  in  favor  of  a 
Rummage  Sale — but  that  the  League  should  do  whatever  the 
members  are  most  enthusiastic  about.  Because  with  the  coopera- 
tion and  interest  that  Pauline  and  I  had  from  all  the  girls,  any- 
thing could  be  a  success. 

The  Thrift  Shop  Committee  met  twice  during  our  short  year — 
on  April  13  to  get  organized  and  on  September  9  to  discuss  the 
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problem  of  moving.  The  members  worked  hard  and  did  their  best 
to  make  the  Shop  have  a  successful  year — in  spite  of  all  the 
complications.  I  want  to  thank  each  of  them  for  all  the  help 
and  cooperation  they  gave  me  throughout  the  year.

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By-Laws  of  the  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem 


ARTICLE  I— NAIME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League  of 
Winsiton-Salem,  Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT  AND  POLICIES 

Object :  The  object  of  this  League  shall  be  to  foster  interest 
among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural 
and  civic  conditions  of  the  community,  and  to  make  efficient  their 
volunteer  service. 

Policies :  The  policies  of  the  League  shall  be  in  harmony  Avith 
the  policies  of  the  Association  of  Junior  Leagues  of  America, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  III— ]\IEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.    Classes  of  3Iembership 

Only  women  under  forty  years  of  age  who  shall  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Association  shall  be  admitted  to  member- 
ship by  the  League.  No  member  shall  at  any  time  be  a  member 
of  more  than  one  League.  The  classes  of  membership  shall  be  as 
follows : 

A.  Provisional  Membership 

Provisional  members  are  those  who  are  engaged  in  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Active 
Membership  and  are  not  eligible  to  vote  or  hold  office. 
Provisional  members  shall  be  required  to  complete  a  pro- 
visional member's  course,  which  shall  meet  the  standards 
set  by  the  Association  and  a  period  of  volunteer  service 
satisfactory  to  the  Placement  Committee  within  twelve 
months  after  their  election  to  provisional  membership.  An 
extension  of  time  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  the  case  of  provisionals  who  for  unavoidable  reasons 
are  unable  to  complete  the  course.  Provisionals  who  have 
completed  these  requirements  are  admitted  to  active  mem- 
bership by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Those  members  failing  to  meet  the  provisional  require- 
ments shall  be  dropped  from  membership  by  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  may  not  come  up  again 
for  membership  within  two  years. 

B.  Active  Membership 

Active  members  are  those  who  have  completed  the  require- 
ments for  provisional  members  and  who  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  active  membership  prior  to  their  fortieth  birthday. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  rights  of 
membership,  including  the  right  to  hold  office  and  to  vote 
until  their  fortieth  birthday;  provided,  however,  that  (1) 
anyone  who  takes  office  prior  to  her  fortieth  birthday  may 
(a)  complete  her  term  of  office,  and  (b)  continue  to  vote 
as  an  active  member  until  the  completion  of  said  term,  and 
(2)  anyone  may  continue  to  vote  as  an  active  member  until 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  individual  League  of 
which  she  is  a  member  during  which  she  reached  her 
fortieth  birthday.  They  shall  justify  their  membership  by 
the  equivalent  of  %  day's  work  per  week  in  established 
community  agencies  using  volunteers  and/or  activities 
identified  with  the  Junior  League. 

C.  Sustaining:  Membership 

Sustaining  members  are  those  who  have  reached  the  age 
limit  for  active  membership.  They  shall  have  all  privileges 
of  membership  except  that  they  may  not  hold  office  or 
vote. 

D.  Non-Resident  Membership 

Non-resident  membership  shall  be  open  to  active  or  sus- 
taining members  in  good  standing,  living  outside  the 
County  of  Forsyth,  North  Carolina,  nine  months  a  year. 
They  may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 
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Section  2.    Admission  to  Membership 

A.  EligibiUty 

A  proposed  member  shall  be  from  nineteen  to  thirty-three 
years  of  age,  shall  have  completed  her  schooling,  and  shall 
have  been  a  resident  of  Winston- Salem  or  its  vicinity  for 
at  least  one  year.  She  shall  have  a  personal  interview  vs^ith 
the  President  and  the  Provisional  Chairman.  Before  she 
accepts  the  invitation,  she  shall  agree  to  fulfill  the  duties 
and  obligations  of  membership. 

B.  Proposal   of  Members 

Each  candidate  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and 
seconded  by  two  members  on  an  application  blank  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose.  No  candidate  shall  be  proposed  or 
seconded  by  a  member  of  the  Admissions  Committee  nor 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  nor  by  her  relative  (mother, 
mother-in-law,  sister,  sister-in-law,  aunt,  niece,  or  first 
cousin).  No  candidate  shall  be  considered  whose  name  has 
been  proposed  and  voted  on  four  times. 

Application  for  membership  shall  be  received  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Admissions  Committee  at  any  time  during 
the  year.  The  deadline  for  applications  for  those  members 
to  be  taken  in  the  following  February  shall  be  June  1. 
Only  one  blank  for  each  candidate  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
Admissions  Committee. 

Any  eligible  Active  or  Sustaining  member  may  propose 
one  candidate  and  second  one  candidate  during  a  given 
year,  but  no  member  shall  write  to  the  committee  in 
behalf  of  a  candidate.  No  member  of  the  League  shall 
contact  any  member  of  the  Admissions  Committee  in 
behalf  of  a  candidate  except  at  the  open  meetings  held 
for  this  purpose. 

C.  Election  to  Membership 

The  chairman  shall  present  the  names  of  proposed  candi- 
dates to  the  voting  members  of  the  Admissions  Committee, 
and  each  shall  vote  by  secret  ballot.  Eight  affirmative 
votes  of  the  Admissions  Committee  shall  qualify  a  pro- 
posed candidate  for  membership.  Invitations  shall  be  mailed 
immediately  to  those  elected,  and  the  names  of  those  who 
accept  shall  be  announced  by  the  Admissions  Chairman  at 
the  February  meeting. 

If   a   candidate   is   unable  to   take   the   Basic  Provisional 
Course  or  to  transfer  to  another  League,  she  must  decline 
the  invitation  to  membership.  In  this  event,  the  invitation 
shall  be  re-issued  the  following  year  only. 
Section  3.  Changes  in  Membership 

Applications  for  change  to  another  class  of  membership  shall  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  will  be  acted 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  during  the  year. 
Inter-Leagrue  Membership 

A  member  of  any  League  who  is  subject  to  frequent  change  in 
residence  may  have  an  Inter-League  card  issued  to  her  by  the 
League  of  which  she  is  a  member  (hereinafter  called  the  home 
League).  Such  card  shall  accredit  her  temporarily  to  the  League 
in  the  city  where  she  is  then  residing  (hereinafter  called  the  tem- 
porary League).  She  shall  have  all  privileges  of  membership  in 
the  temporary  League  except  the  right  to  vote  or  to  hold  office; 
she  shall  comply  with  requirements  of  and  be  subject  to,  the  rules 
of  the  itemporary  League.  An  Inter-League  member  shall  continue 
to  be  listed  as  a  member  of,  and  shall  pay  her  regular  dues  to,  the 
home  League  and  the  home  League  shall  have  final  responsibility 
for  her  in  all  matters.  An  Inter-League  card  is  issued  for  one  year 
unless  extended  by  the  League  to  which  the  card  is  issued.  Any 
extension  shall  be  limited  to  an  additional  year.  A  League  to 
which  a  member  is  temporarily  accredited  may  charge  such  mem- 
ber for  special  club  privileges  or  for  the  actual  cost  of  her  mem- 
bership. 

Transfer  of  Members 

Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining  and  Non-Resident  members  in 
good   standing   shall   have   the   right   of   transferring  membership 
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from  one  League  to  another.  The  right  of  transfer  granted  in  this 
section  need  not  extend  to  a  person  who  has  been  dropped  or  ex- 
pelled from  membership  by  the  League  to  which  transfer  is  de- 
sired. Provisional  members  shall  take  any  additional  training  re- 
quired by  Leagues  to  which  they  transfer.  A  League  may  require 
all  active  members  who  are  applying  for  itransfer  to  take  an 
orientation  course  before  their  transfers  are  accepted.  A  League 
shall  not  be  required  to  accept  transfers  which  exceed  itwenty-five 
per  cent  of  all  admission  to  membership  in  any  one  year.  If  it  is 
necessary  for  transfers  to  be  put  on  a  waiting  list,  they  shall  be 
accepted  in  the  order  in  which  they  apply. 

Section  4.    Besig^nations,  Dropped  Members,  Be-intatements 

A.  Besig:nations 

Any  member  of  the  League  who  is  not  in  arrears  in  dues  or 
in  the  performance  of  League  duties  may  resign.  Resigna- 
tions shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  dues  become  pay- 
able; otherwise  members  shall  be  liable  for  dues  for  the 
coming  year. 

B.  Dropped  Members 

Members  may  be  dropped  from  the  League  for  cause  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

C.  Be-instatements 

Members  who  have  resigned  while  in  good  standing  may  be 
re-instated  bv  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, upon  paying  a  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

ABTICI.E  IV— OFFICEBS 

Section  I.  Personnel 

The  officers  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  Assistant  Treasurer. 
Section  2.  Nomination 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  one  candi- 
date for  each  office  to  be  filled.  The  slate  shall  be  sent  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  each  voting  member  of  the  League  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  election  meeting. 

Independent  nominations  may  be  made  in  writing  by  five  active 
members  of  the  League,  provided  the  nominee  has  given  her  consent. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Comm'ttee  to  insure 
continuity  of  administration  by  retaining  one  or  more  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  two  terms. 
Section  3.  Elections 

Officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  League 
for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years.  They  shall  assume  their 
duties  immediately  after  the  April  meeting. 
Section  4.  Duties 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  League,  Board 
of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee;  shall  appoint  the 
Admissions  Chairman  and  personnel  of  Committees,  not 
otherwise  provided  for  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  commit- 
tees except  the  Nominating  Committee.  She  shall,  with  the 
Treasurer,  sign  all  contracts,  and  obligations  authorized  by 
the  Board  or  Directors,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  per- 
taining to  the  office. 

B.  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

C.  Becording:  Secretary 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of  the  meetings 
of  the  League,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Executive 
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Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  correct,  classified  list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  members  and  shall  maintain  a 
file  of  essential  records  which  shall  be  transferred  to  her 
successor  at  the  close  of  her  term  of  office.  She  shall,  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  compile  the  annual  reports 
and  edit  the  year  book,  and  she  shall  inform  all  independent 
nominees  of  their  nominations. 

D.  Corresponding:  Secretary 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general 
correspondence  of  the  League.  She  shall  assist  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  in  compiling  the  annual  reports  and  editing 
the  year  book.  She  shall  handle  all  correspondence  in  re- 
gard to  changes  in  membership. 

E.  Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
League  and  shall  receive  all  monies  except  for  those  activi- 
ties which  have  their  own  treasurer  or  other  person  specifi- 
cally appointed  to  handle  finances.  Such  persons  shall  be 
under  supervision  of  the  Treasurer.  She  shall  serve  as 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  She  shall  make  pay- 
ments in  accordance  with  the  budget  on  written  authoriza- 
tion of  the  President :  expenses  not  provided  for  in  the 
budget  shall  be  incurred  and  paid  only  upon  order  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  keep  full  and  accurate 
accounts  and  shall  present  financial  statements  at  regular 
meetings  of  the  League  and  Board :  she  shall  turn  over  to 
her  successor  all  books  and  financial  records  and  shall 
take  a  listed  receipit  therefor. 

F.  Assistant  Treasurer 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues  and  assess 
ments,  check  attendance  records,  and  assist  the  Treasurer 
when  necessary. 
Section  5.  Executive  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  of- 
ficers, which  shall  assist  the  President  in  making  appointments.  It 
shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the 
months  in  which  there  are  no  regularly  scheduled  Board  meetings. 
The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  for  ratification  at  its  next  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V— BOARD   OF  DIRECTORS 

Section  1.  Personnel 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and  the 
chairman  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each  year.  Chair- 
men are  appointed  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  Term  of  Office 

Officers  are  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year ;  chairmen  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  No  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same 
office  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 

Section  3.  Duties  and  Powers 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  general  charge  and  control  of 
the  affairs,  funds  and  property  of  the  League.  It  shall  be  the  final 
arbiter  in  matters  of  interpretation  of  these  By-Laws.  It  shall 
present  to  the  membership  all  proposed  major  program  activities 
for  ratification. 

Section  4.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  among  the  offices  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Vacancies  among  the  chairmen  shall  be  filled  by 
the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  until 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office. 

Section   5.  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings 
from  October  through  June.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  and  must  be  called  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
members  of  the  Board. 
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Section  6.  Quorums 

Bight  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  three  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  sliall  constitute  a  quorum  respectively. 

ARTICLE  VI— COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees  who  shall  present  plans 
for  work  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  work  shall  be  undertaken 
without  the  Board's  approval. 

A.  Admissions  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Admissions  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  pass  upon  all  applications  for  membership  to 
the  League  (or)  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board 
with  respect  to  applications  for  membership.  The  com- 
mittee shall  be  elected  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  and  shall  serve  for  one  year. 

(a)  Personnel  of  Committee 

The  committee  shall  be  composed  of  eleven  members : 
A  Chairman,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote;  a  Sus- 
taining member  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  League, 
and  shall  NOT  be  entitled  to  vo,te;  and  nine  voting 
members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  League  as  pro- 
vided  in   this  Article. 

(b)  Eligribility  to  Serve  on  Committee 

To  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  Admissions  Committee, 
a  member  must  have  been  active  for  at  least  one  year, 
and  a  resident  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  for  at 
least  five  years.  A  voting  member  shall  be  eligible  to 
serve  for  two  consecutive  years,  and  shall  be  ineligible 
to  serve  for  the  following  year,  except  as  chairman. 
The  chairman  may  have  been  a  voting  member  of  the 
Admissions  Committee  for  two  consecutive  years  prior 
to  her  chairmanship  but  after  her  term  as  chairman 
shall  be  ineligible  to  serve  for  the  following  year.  The 
Sustaining  member  shall  have  been  sustaining  no 
longer  than  ten  years  and  shall  have  served  on  the 
Admissions  Committee  during  her  active  membership. 
No  one  who  has  a  sister,  sister-in-law,  daughter,  daugh- 
ter-in-law, niece,  proposed  for  membership  shall  serve 
on  this  committee. 

No  moither  and  daughter  nor  tw^o  or  more  sisters  shall 
serve  on  the  same  Admissions  Committee. 
Neither  the  President  nor  the  Vice-President  shall  be 
eligible  to  serve  on  this  committee. 

(c)  Election  of  Committee 

Election  of  this  committee  shall  be  held  at  the  April 
meeting. 

At  the  March  meeting,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall 
present  to  the  active  members  a  list  divided  into  three 
age  groups  of  all  active  members  eligible  for  election, 
and  the  names  of  those  present  members  of  the  Ad- 
missions Committee  w^ho  are  eligible  for  re-election. 
These  age  groups  shall  be  as  follows  :  21  to  29,  29  to  35, 
and  35  through  39.  Each  active  member  present  shall 
nomina,te,  by  secret  ballot,  4  members  from  her  own 
age  group,  and  5  members  from  the  present  Admissions 
Committee. 

Consent  of  a  nominee  shall  be  obtained  by  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  before  her  name  is  placed  on  the  ballot. 
At  the  April  meeting,  the  Nominating  Committee  shall 
present  a  list  of  the  4  nominees  receiving  ,the  highest 
number  of  votes  from  each  age  group,  the  5  nominees 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  from  the  present 
.  Admissions  Committee,  and  3  nominees  from  the  Sus- 
taining members. 

Each  active  member  present  shall  vote  for  2  nominees 
from  each  age  group,  for  3  nominees  from  the  present 
Admissions  Committee,  and  for  1  Sustaining  member. 
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In  the  event  that  close  relatives  are  elected  to  this 
committee,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  determine  which  of  them  shall  serve. 
In  case  of  a  tie  vote,  in  either  nomination  or  election 
of  this  committe,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  determine  Avhich  members  shall  serve. 
The  names  of  the  Admissions  Committee  members  shall 
be  announced  by  the  President. 

(d)  Vacancies  on  Committee 

Vacancies  on  the  Admissions  Committee  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Nominating  Committee  from  among  the  nominees 
in  the  categories  in  which  the  vacancies  occur.  No 
sponsor  of  a  candidate  shall  be  eligible  to  fill  a 
vacancy  on  this  committee. 

(e)  Duties  of  Committee 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Admissions  Committee  to 
consider  all  proposed  candidates  by  acquainting  them- 
selves concerning  each  individual's  desirability  and 
qualifications  for  membership  in  the  League. 
A  secretary  shall  be  elected  by  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee from  among  its  members.  She,  with  the  Chair- 
man, shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  an  accurate 
record  of  all  names  considered  by  the  committee.  These 
records  shall  be  kept  in  a  permanent  file  which  shall 
be  kept  confidential  and  handed  from  chairman  to 
chairman  for  reference  by  the  Admissions  Committee. 
Members  of  the  Admissions  Committee  shall  take  an 
oath  of  secrecy,  as  follows :  "I  swear  that,  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  nothing  which  is  said  in  these  Admis- 
sions Committee  meetings  shall  be  divulged  by  me, 
either  by  statement  or  implication.  I  swear  that  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  my  vote  will  be  cast  considering 
the  best  interest  of  the  Junior  League,  disregarding 
my  personal  feelings." 

The  Admissions  Committee  shall  hold  at  least  eight 
meetings  during  the  year,  one  or  more  of  which  shall 
be  open  meetings. 

B.  Placement  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  placement  committee  whose  function  shall 
be  to  interview  all  active  members  at  regular  intervals  for 
the  purpose  of  offering  them  a  free  choice  of  available 
placements  in  the  community  service  program  conducted 
by  the  League.  The  Placement  Committee  shall  keep  as 
nearly  as  possible  uniform  records  concerning  the  activities 
of  the  members  under  its  supervision.  The  Placement 
Committee  shall  include  the  Placement  Chairman,  and  a 
vice-chairman,  the  Interviewer,  and  such  other  members 
as  they  shall  designate. 

C.  Education  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Education  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  ithe  planning  and  supervising  of  the  total  educa- 
tion program  of  the  League.  The  Education  Committee 
shall  include  the  Chairman  and  a  member  of  each  commit- 
tee responsible  for  any  part  of  the  Education  program; 
these  committees  being  designated  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee each  year. 

D.  Nominating:  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  prepare  slates  of  candidates  for  election  to 
the  various  elective  offices  of  the  League.  The  Nominating 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  members ;  one,  the 
chairman,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee; 
one  elected  by  the  Board ;  and  three  elected  by  (the  League, 
one  who  has  been  active  from  one  to  four  years  inclusive, 
one  active  from  five  to  nine  years  inclusive,  and  one  who 
has  been  active  over  nine  years.  These  shall  be  nominated 
from  ithe  floor  at  the  April  meeting  from  a  roster  of  eligible 
League  members.  The  Placement  Chairman  shall  serve  ex- 
officio. 
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E.  Public  Relations  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  public  relations  committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  arrange  for  all  newspaper,  radio  and  television 
publicity  for  the  League.  It  shall  attempt  to  build  good 
public  relations  by  interpreting  all  League  activities  to 
the  public  so  that  community  unders-tanding,  interest  and 
support  will  result.  The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall 
include  the  Public  Relations  Chairman,  and  a  member  of 
each  committee  responsible  for  each  phase  of  the  League 
program.  No  member  of  the  League  shall  give  out  to  the 
press  any  news  item  or  information  concerning  the  League 
without  the  approval  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee. 

F.  Newssheet  Committee 

The  Newssheet  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Newssheet 
Editor,  as  Chairman,  and  such  assistants  as  she  may  re- 
quire. The  duties  of  the  Newssheet  Committee  are  to  edit 
and  publish  the  Newssheet. 

G.  Finance  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  which  shall  function 
as  the  financial  fact-finding  committee  to  advise  the  Board 
on  all  matters  relating  to  the  financing  of  the  League's 
own  administtration  and  that  of  its  community  program. 
Among  its  duties  shall  be  the  preparation  of  the  budget 
for  presentation  to  the  Board  each  year.  The  committee 
shall  include  the  treasurer  as  chairman,  the  assistant 
treasurer,  the  treasurer  of  any  money-raising  activity, 
either  permanent  or  temporary,  and  a  past  League  Treas- 
urer. 

H.  Magazine  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Magazine  Committee  or  chairman  whose 
function  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  all  developments 
in  League  activities  which  might  be  good  material  for  the 
Junior  League  Magazine  as  well  as  to  follow  up  sugges- 
tions and  requests  from  the  Junior  League  Magazine  as  a 
program  aid  in  its  own  League. 

I.  Provisional  Committee 

There  shall  be  a  Provisional  Committee  whose  function 
shall  be  to  plan  and  direct  the  education  and  training  of 
provisional  members  until  such  time  as  they  are  admitted 
to  active  membership.  The  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
a  chairman,  vice-chairman,  and  a  representative  from  each 
phase  of  League  activity  in  which  provisional  members  are 
required  to  participate. 
J.  Special  Committees 

Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall 
designate  their  powers  and  the  term  of  the  committee's 
appointment. 

ARTICLE  TII— MEETINGS   OF   THE  LEAGUE 
Section  1 — Annual  Meeting: 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  League  shall  be  held  in  April  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  annual  reports  and  of  installing  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Section  2 — Regular  and  Special  Meeting:s 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  from  October  through  June,  the 
February   meeting   being    designated    for    the    election    of  officers. 
Other  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors or  upon  written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  League. 
Section  3.  Quorum 

A  quorum  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  one-third  of  the  voting 
members. 

ARTICLE  VIII— FINANCIAL  .  RRANGEMENTS 
Section  1.  Fiscal  Year,  Audit  and  Bonding: 

The  fiscal  year  shall  be  from  April  1  through  March  31.

The  books  of  account  of  this  League  shall  be  audited  at  least 
annually  by  a  certified  public  accountant,  and  a  copy  of  the  com- 
plete audit  shall  be  distributed  to  each  member.  Books  shall  be  kept 
in  accordance  with  sound  accounting  practices.  The  community 
funds  and  administrative  funds  shall  be  carried  in  separate  ac- 
counts. All  money  in  the  community  fund  shall  be  distributed 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  Membership  Dues  and  Fines 

All  classes  of  membership  shall  pay  annual  dues  of  not  more 
than  $12.00,  which  shall  include  the  Association  dues  of  $5.50,  part 
of  which  covers  the  subscription  to  the  Junior  League  Magazine. 
Provisional  members  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $10.00. 

There  shall  be  a  fine  of  one  dollar  to  each  active  member  for 
non-attendance  of  regular  meetings,  and  a  fine  of  two  dollars  for 
non-attendance  of  the  Annual  meeting.  Sickness,  absence  from  the 
city,  or  an  unusual  emergency  shall  be  the  only  acceptable  excuses 
for  an  absence.  It  shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  the 
Assistant  Treasurer,  written  the  week  of  the  meeting.  Such  fines 
shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Any  Junior  League  member,  other  than  Non-Resident  and  Sus- 
taining shall  be  required  to  pay  annually  on  March  1st,  in  cash 
to  the  Junior  League,  any  amount  not  oitherwise  contributed  in 
rummage  to  complete  her  Rummage  Sale  quota. 

A.  Payment 

Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Assistant  Treasurer  shall  send  notices  to  each  member  on 
April  1.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May 
1  will  be  notified  by  card  by  the  Assistant  Treasurer.  Mem- 
bers whose  dues  and  fines  are  not  paid  by  May  15  will  be 
sent  a  registered  letter.  Members  whose  dues  and  fines  are 
not  paid  by  June  1  will  be  dropped.  The  only  acceptable 
excuse  for  non-payment  is  financial  disability,  made  in 
writing  each  year,  and  received  by  the  Assistant  Treasurer 
on  or  before  June  1. 

B.  Refunds 

Refunds  of  dues  will  not  be  made  to  members  resigning  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year. 

Refunds  will  not  be  made  to  Provisionals  failing  to  meet  the 
requirements. 

C.  A.  J.  Jj,  A.  Indebtedness 

Members  delinquent  in  paying  this  indebtedness  to  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  considered  in  arrears  in  their  dues  to  this 
League. 

Section  3.  Association  Dues 

The  Treasurer  of  the  League  shall  pay  yearly  per  capita  dues  for 
all  classes  of  Membership  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 
Section  4.   Letters,  Agreements  and  Contracts 

Before  any  letter,  agreement,  or  contract  involvins'  the  expendi- 
ture of  Junior  League  funds  shall  be  signed  and  delivered,  it  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  If  it  involves  more  than  $500.00, 
it  shall  also  be  approved  by  the  Junior  League  Attorney. 

ARTICLE    IX— DELEGATES    TO    ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCES 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
Active  members  elected  by  the  League. 

Delegates  to  special  meetings  or  conferences  shall  be  Active 
members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 

ARTICLE  X— AMENDMENTS  AND   RULES   OF  ORDER 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  League,  provided 
the  proposed  amendment  has  been  mailed  to  each  voting  member 
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at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting;  or  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  over  the  signature 
of  five  Active  members  at  least  one  meeting  prior  to  that  at  which 
action  is  taken,  and  due  notice  of  such  meeting  or  action  is  given 
the  membership. 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  (Revised)  shall  be  the  parliamentary 
authority  for  all  matters  of  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by 
the  By-Laws  or  by  specific  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the 
League. 


STANDING  RULES 

1.  It  shall  be  ithe  duty  of  the  Board  to  enforce  the  By-Laws 
of  the  League  and  the  Association  Policies  binding  on  all  Leagues. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  create,  maintain,  evaluate, 
and  revise,  the  Manual  of  Procedure  by  which  it  carries  out  the 
duties  and  powers  delegated  to  it  in  the  By-Laws. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  (before  the  beginning  of 
the  working  year)  to  present  to  the  League  a  suggested  program 
for  ratification. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board,  in  drawing  up  the  pro- 
gram, to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  interests  and  capacities 
of  the  members,  and  the  number  who  can  take  an  active  part. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  see  that  a  contingency 
reserve  be  maintained  in  the  community  fund. 
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ASSOCIATION  POLICIES  BINDING  ON  ALL 
LEAGUES 


AS   REVISED   APRIL,  1952 
rOLICY  I  —  GENERAL. 

A.  The  Association  shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the 
Leagues  except  as  otherwise  stated  in  the  By-Laws  or  in 
the  policies  and  standing  rules  adopted  pursuant  (thereto. 
The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  protect  the  Leagues 
from  action  by  one  League  which  may  adversely  affect  the 
program,  standing  or  fund-raising  of  other  Leagues. 
The  Junior  League  shall  encourage  their  members  to  ac- 
cept the  responsibilities  of  good  citizenship  and  to  educate 
themselves  in  all  legislative,  political  and  governmental 
movements  which  affect  the  life  of  their  communities,  their 
countries  and  the  world,  and  shall  endeavor  to  stimulate 
their  members  to  exercise  their  respective  citizenships  in- 
telligently. 

POLICY  II  —  COOPERATION  AND  SPONSORSHIP 

A.  The  Association  may  participate  in,  cooperate  with  or 
sponsor  any  organization,  movement  or  program,  which  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  represented  by 
a  three-quarters  affirmative  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  will  further  the  purpose  of  the  Association.  The 
Board  will  inform  any  such  organization  that  active  parti- 
cipation by  the  individual  Leagues  is  optional.  The  as- 
sociation shall  not  engage  in  legislative  action. 

B.  A  Junior  League  may  participate  in,  cooperate  with  or 
sponsor  conferences  or  institutes  of  other  national  or  in- 
ternational organizations,  provided  approval  has  first  been 
obtained  from  ithe  Association  office. 

C.  A  Junior  League  may  hold  or  sponsor  a  group  meeting  of 
League  members  in  connection  with  conferences  and  in- 
stitutes of  other  national  or  international  organizations, 
provided  approval  has  f^^st  been  obtained  from  the  As- 
sociation office. 

POLICY  III  —  ACTION 

A.  A  Junior  League  may  cake  action  on  a  national,  interna- 
tional, state  or  local  public  question,  provided  that  a  study 
of  the  specific  problems  and  the  legislative  or  administra- 
tive measures  involved  has  been  made,  and  that  the  action 
taken  by  that  League  is  compatible  with  the  stated  purpose 
of  the  Association  and  its  member  Leagues ;  does  not  ad- 
versely affect  any  other  League;  is  not  contrary  to  the 
policies  of  the  Association;  and  is  subject  to  the  following: 
1.  Action  may  be  taken  on  a  national  or  international 
public  question  provided  the  League  has  first  obtained 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association, 
as  represented  by  a  three-quarters  affirmative  vote  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

ActioD  may  be  taken  on  a  state  public  question  pro- 
vided   the   League  consults   its   Regional   Director  and 
follows  Association  legislative  procedures. 
Action  may  be  taken  on  a  local  public  question  at  the 
discretion  of  the  League. 

POLICY  IV  —  FINANCIAL 

A.  The  Association  shall  not  act  for  others  as  a  fund-raising 
agent. 

B.  The  Association  shall  not  make  financial  contributions  to 
individuals,  other  organizations  or  agencies.  Financial 
support  may  be  rendered  for  direct  services. 

POLICY  V  —  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  AND  PUBLICITY 

A.  The  Association  shall  endeavor  to  protect  the  name 
"Junior  League"  from  misuse,  and  shall  take  all  action 
which  may  be  advisable  to  that  end.

B.  All  references  to  the  Association  should  be  based  on  ac- 
curate facts  from  current  material  made  available  from 
the  Association.  This  material  can  be  secured  from  the 
Regional  Directors  or  the  Association  office. 

C.  Any  use  of  the  Junior  League  name  in  connection  with 
publicity  shall  identify  the  League  or  Leagues  involved. 

D.  Any  publicity  of  a  Junior  League  designed  to  extend  be- 
yond its  community  area  must  be  approved  by  the  As- 
sociation office. 

E.  A  Junior  League  member  may  publicly  identify  herself 
as  such  only  when  such  identification  is  in  connection  with 
an  affiliation  or  activity  compatible  with  the  stated  purpose 
of  the  Association  and  its  member  Leagues  and  the  policies 
of  the  Association. 

POLICY    YI    .—    .COMMERCIAL    ATTACH3IENTS    AND  MONEY- 
RAISING 

A.  The  Association  shall  not  recommend  the  exclusive  use  of 
a  specific  commercial  product  for  the  services  of  a  specific 
commercial  concern. 

B.  j±  Junior  League  membership  list  shall  not  be  made  avail- 
able for  commercial  purposes  or  for  purposes  of  solicita- 
tion. 

C.  A  Junior  League  may  cooperate  with  commercial  concerns, 
provided  the  attachment  is  consistent  with  the  standards 
of  quality  and  dignity  expressed  by  the  Junior  Leagues 
and  the  Association,  and  does  not  recommend  exclusive  use 
of  a  specific  product  or  concern. 

1.  Sponsorship  of  a  Junior  League  activity  by  reputable 
firms  is  permitted  for  local  broadcast,  telecast  or  other 
media  of  communication. 

2.  Sponsorship  of  a  Junior  League  activity  by  reputable 
firms  on  a  regional,  national  or  international  basis  is 
permitted  provided  such  sponsorship  has  been  approved 
by  the  Association  office. 

3.  Direct  selling  in  a  commercial  portion  of  a  radio  or 
television  program,  or  in  other  media  of  communication, 
is  permitted  so  long  as  it  is  in  keeping  with  the  quality 
of  the  presentation  itself,  feature  articles  in  good  taste, 
and  does  not  recommend  the  exclusive  use  of  a  product 
by  the  Association,  any  member  League.  League  member, 
or  person  representing  the  Junior  League.  Samples  of  the 
commercial  copy  must  be  submitted  for  approval  by  the 
sponsoring  League  to  the  Association  office. 

D.  A  Junior  League  member  may  be  identified  as  such  in 
commercial  endorsements,  only  in  League  publications 
and/or  in  connection  with  League  money-raising  projects.  No 
Junior  League  member  may  be  identified  as  such  for 
personal  gain. 

Policies  VII  and  VIII  embody  the  "Minimum  Standards"  which 
all  Leagues  require  of  themselves  and  each  other.  Their  observance 
and  enforcement  are  the  responsibility  of  each  individual  League 
and  its  officers.  Visiting  Board  and  Staff  members  are  obligated 
to  point  out  apparent  deviations  from  these  standards,  but  the 
responsibility  for  constant  self-evaluation  rests  with  the  League, 
not  with  the  Association.  These  policies  should  be  printed  with 
each  League's  B^^-Laws.  These  are  policies  as  revised  April  1952. 

POLICY  All  —  MINI3IUM  STANDARDS 

Each  member  League  shall  incorporate  in  its  charter,  constitution, 
or  By-Laws,  the  following  material: 

A.  A  statement  of  its  name,  which  shall  be  limited  to  the 
words  "Junior  League  of  (name  of  city,  town  or  com- 
munity in  which  located)." 

B.  A  statement  of  its  purposes,  which  shall  include  the  state- 
ment of  individual  purposes  stated  in  Article  I,  Section 
1  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association. 

C.  A  statement  that  its  policies  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the 
Policies  of  the  Association. 

D.  Provisions  complying  with  the  requirements  of  Article  II 
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of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  (No  other  classes  of 
membership  shall  be  permitted ;  provided,  however,  that 
(a)  individual  Leaerues  may  have  a  limited  number  of 
honorary  members,  and  (b)  Leagues  which  as  of  April,  1947 
had  classes,  including  life  members,  may  continue  such 
classes  for  their  present  membership,  but  shall  not  admit 
any  additional  members  thereto.) 

E.  A  requirement  that  all  provisional  members  shall  complete 
a  course  which  shall  meet  the  standards  set  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  shall  perform  voluntary  service  for  a  period 
and  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Placement  Committee. 

F.  A  requirement  that  all  active  members  shall  justify 
their  membership  through  some  form  of  community  service 
satisfactory,  in  quality  and  extensiveness,  to  the  Place- 
ment Committee  (the  term  community  service  being  de- 
fined as  including  volunteer  work  for,  and  service  on 
Boards  and  Committees  of,  any  philanthropic  or  humani- 
tarian community  organization  of  high  standing  in  the 
educational,  civic,  cultural  or  social  welfare  fields. 

G.  A  requirement  for  the  following  committees : 

1.  An  Admissions  Committee  whose  functions  shall  be  to 
pass  on  applications  for  membership  in  the  League  or  to 
make  recommendations  to  the  Board  with  respect  thereto. 

2.  An  Education  Committee,  whose  function  It  shall  be  to 
plan  and  supervise  the  educational  program  of  each 
League. 

3.  A  Finance  Committee,  among  whose  duties  shall  be  the 
initial  preparation  of  the  annual  budget  of  each  League. 

4.  Magazine  Committee  (or  Chairman) 

5.  A  Nominating  Committee  whose  function  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  slates  of  candidates  for  election  to  the  various 
elective  offices  of  the  League. 

6.  A  Placement  Committee  whose  function  shall  be  to  plan 
and  supervise  the  League's  volunteer  service  so  that  the 
capacities  and  capabilities  of  the  members  of  the  League 
may  be  utilized  in  ways  most  valuable  to  the  community. 

7.  A  Public  Relations  Committee  (or  chairman). 

8.  A  Provisional  Committee  whose  function  shall  be  to 
plan  and  direct  the  education  and  training  of  Provisional 
Members  until  such  time  as  they  are  admitted  to  Active 
Membership. 

H.  The  books  and  accounts  of  each  League  shall  be  kept  in 
accordance  with  sound  accounting  practices ;  each  League 
shall  maintain  a  community  fund  separate  and  distinct 
from  its  administrative  fund ;  all  money  in  the  community 
fund  shall  be  distributed  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
munity. Annually  a  copy  of  the  audited  balance  sheet 
(statement  of  Assets  and  Liabilities)  and  profit  and  loss 
statement  (statement  of  income  and  expense)  shall  be  dis- 
tributed to  each  member  of  the  League. 

I.  A  requirement  .that  the  Board  of  each  League  shall  present 
to  the  membership  all  proposed  major  program  activities 
for  ratification. 

POLICY  VIII  —  MINIMUM  STANDARDS 

A.  The  course  for  provisional  members  of  all  Leagues  shall 
include  all  topics  covered  in  the  Association's  basic  pro- 
visional  course  outline.  Each  League  shall  send  to  the  As- 
sociation annually,  for  evaluation  and  criticism,  an  out- 
line of  its  provisional  course  as  soon  as  reasonably  possible 
after  the  completion  thereof. 

B.  The  Placement  Committee  of  each  League  shall  interview 
all  active  members  at  regular  intervals  in  order  to  plan 
and  supervise  their  free  choice  of  community  service  as 
defined  in  Policy  VII,  F,  and  shall  keep  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible uniform  records  concerning  their  activities. 

C.  No  individual  League  shall  associate  itself  with  nor  en- 
dorse any  welfare  or  other   similar   project,   program  or 
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activity  which  does  not  meet  accepted  standards  in  its 
field,  or  show  evidence  of  working  toward  such  standards. 

D.  All  money-raising,  on  the  part  of  individual  Leagues,  shall 
be  consistent  with  standards  of  dignity  and  good  taste  and 
in  lieeping  with  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  community. 

E.  Each  League  shall  send  to  the  Association  annually  a  copy 
of  its  audited  annual  statement. 

F.  Each  League  shall  maintain  the  same  standards  as  required 
of  applying  groups  under  Article  II-A,  Section  2  of  the 
Association  By-Laws. 


Association  Procedures  Applying  To  All  Leagues 

INTER-LEAGUE  MEMBERSHIP  PROCEDURE 

Arranging:  Inter-League  Memberships : 
Section  1 

Inter-League  cards  issued   pursuant  to  Article  II-B,   Section  2, 
of  the  By-Laws,  shall  be  for  a  term  of  one  year,  unless  extended 
by  the  League  to  which  the  card  is  issued.  Any  extension  shall  be 
limited  to  an  additional  year. 
Section  2. 

The  League  to  which  a  member  is  temporarily  accredited  may 
charge  such  member  for  special  club  privileges  or  for  the  actual 
cost  of  her  membership. 
Section  3. 

(a)  A  member  desiring  an  Inter-League  card  shall  notify  the 
secretary  of  the  League  to  which  she  belongs. 

(b)  The  secretary,  or  other  authorized  League  official,  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  League  in  consultation  with  the  Placement  Chair- 
man shall  be  empowered  to  determine  whether  said  member  is 
in  good  standing. 

(c)  To  a  member  in  good  standing  the  League  secretary,  or  , 
other  authorized  League  official,  shall  issue  an  Inter-League  card; 
notifying  the  Association  headquarters  that  such  card  has  been 
issued ;  and  furnishing  to  the  member  the  name  and  address  of 
the  secretary  of  the  League  to  which  the  member  may  apply  for 
temporary  affiliation,  and  notifying  that  secretary  about  the  mem- 
ber. 

(d)  Inter- League  membership  shall  become  effective  immediately 
upon  presentation  of  the  Inter-League  card  to  the  secretary,  or 
other  authorized  League  officials,  of  the  League  with  which  the 
member  w^ishes  to  be  temporarily  affiliated.  This  League  shall 
notify  the  home  League  within  fifteen  days  of  the  date  the  Inter- 
League  card  is  received. 

(e)  When  the  period  of  Inter-League  membership  expires,  the 
inter-League  card  shall  be  returned  to  its  owner. 

(f)  Upon  return  to  her  home  League,  an  Inter-League  member 
shall  return  her  Inter-League  card  for  cancellation  to  the  secretary, 
or  other  authorized  League  official,  who  shall  notify  Association 
headquarters  of  the  cancellation  of  the  card. 

Arranging  Transfer  of  Members: 
Section  1. 

The  corresponding  secretary  and  the  treasurer  of  the  League 
from  which  a  transfer  is  made  shall  be  responsible  for  filling  in 
the  information  regarding  the  member's  record  called  for  by  the 
transfer  card  supplied  by  the  Association.  They  shall  also  certify 
that  the  transferring  member  is  in  good  standing  and  shall  then 
forward  the  transfer  card  to  the  secretary  of  the  League  to  which 
the  transfer  is  made. 
Section  2. 

Transfers  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the 
Executive  Committee  of  any  League  unless  the  member  has  no 
right  to  transfer  under  the  provisions  of  Article  II-B,  Section  3 
of  the  By-Laws.  Transfers  shall  be  accepted  in  order  of  application, 
except  that  applications  of  members  under  40  may  be  given  prece- 
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dence  over  those  of  sustainrng  members.  Transfers  shall  become 
effective  upon  acceptance.  Within  15  days  thereafter  the  secretary 
of  the  League  to  which  the  transfer  has  been  made  shall  notify 
on  transfer  cards  supplied  by  the  Association,  the  member  involved, 
the  treasurer's  office  at  Association  headquarters,  and  the  mem- 
ber's former  League. 
Section  3. 

A  member  transferring  from  one  League  to  another  shall  become 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  League  to  which  she  transfers  on 
the  date  on  which  such  transfer  is  accepted. 

A  League  receiving  a  transferring  member  may  charge  such 
transferring  member  the  actual  administrative  costs  incurred  by 
such  League  in  connection  with  her  transfer.
